Moſes. T have had from my youth much 
grief and anxiety, for the long captivity and 
deplorable ſtate and miſeries of my nation, a 
common by-word and proverb in the mouth of 
all nations, from the riſing to the ſetting ſun; 
no peace nor reſting place for Iſrael ; our temple 
deſtroyed, no ſenſible communication with our 
God, either by prophecy or ſacrifice, upon the 
verge of two thouſand years. Alas! poor na- 
tion, once the delight of the Almighty but 
now the ſcoff and deriſion of all nations of the 
earth, what have we tranſgreſſed, or what are 
our fins, that we ſhould be thus ſingled out 
from being the choſen, to become hateful, out- 
caſt, and abandoned by our God, groping in 
the abyſs of horror and dark deſpair. Theſe 
thoughts preſent themſelves continually to my 
diſtracted ſoul, and to relieve myſelf the ſtudy 
of my life has ever been 1n ſearch of truth, and 
from whence theſe miſeries take their ſource, 
that I may apply the remedy, and uſe my en- 
deavours to reconcile my people to our angry

Infidels, Pagans, Mahometans, Anabapriſts, 
Quakers, Papiſts, Deiſts, Atheiſts, Zuinglians, 
Socinians, Sacramentarians, and I know not

where we ſhould end the old race. When we 
find our church, in our latter days, peſtered, 
feſtered, inthralled, beſet, ſurrounded and 
hemmed in, not only by the old lice, but their 


young nits; ſuch as Whitfieldlights. Weſtley- 


ſhites, Madenites, New-lights, Perfectioniſts, 


and without number. But my confeſſion is, 
the Preſbyterians and Papiſts always have and 
ever will be my averſion; my reaſons are per- 


manent. The Calviniſt robs me of ſpirituals; 


the Papiſts (if they ſhould be reſtored to their 
birthright) of all my temporal immunities; ſo 


that betwixt the two ſtools, as you ſeem now 
placed, poor bumfiddle muſt kiſs the ground. 


You obſerve how I totter, though in my bi- 


ſhop's chair, robed and crown'd in my mitred 


cap. (Luther ſeated in a chair of eaſe, mount- 
ed on two ſtools, robed in a looſe ſcarlet rochet 
and crowned with a biſhop's cap). Hey day, 
Tan-ta-ta-ra-ra, maſk all, maſk all, ſing tan- 
ta-ta-ra-ra rogues all, or the like of that. 

Boy. What are the points you would wiſh ta 
diſcuſs in this day's debate? | 

Maſes. The ſeventh was a day of reſt, May 
the Almighty be merciful and grant my long 
wiſh for reſt, which I have been in ſearch of 


from my youth, the cauſe which has intailed 


the unfathomable miſeries on my nation. 

Luther. Come under my wing as a chick un- 
der its dam and 1 will nouriſh you. The chri- 
ſtian covenant is the reſt into which the Jewiſh 
or old covenant mult, according to divine ap- 
pointment, be tranſlated.

J lead you triumphant metamorphoſed to my 
metropolitan chair of Canterbury. Amen. Turn 
again, Whittington, thrice Lord-Mayor of Lon- 
don. Theſe will be happy tidings for Old 
England, and diſpel the meaſly tribe of ſyco- 
phants who have intruded, as Judas, for miſer- 
ly views, into the prieſthood, to betray the 1n- 


nocent, O Stillinfleet, Tillotſon, Burnet, Co- 


vil, Marſhall, Mead, Hammond, Newton, and 

many more of this tribe, whoſe writings, ſtuffed 

as a hagges with blaſphemous contractions as 

troubled waters, put to ſhame our new Sion.

Moſes. Granted according to the ben 
Luther. By all means. 
Boy: A legiſlator. , 

Moſes. The Meſſiah. 

Luther. It would be piſh to deny. 

Boy. The time marked out. 

Moſes. At the time of Jeſus, whom you call 
Chriſt. 

Luther. The matter bear a pleaſant face. 

Boy. This Meſſiah to be from David. 

Moſes. And to be ſeated on his throne, and 
bring all nations under ſubjection.

Luther. It muſt be a pretty thing, and I hold 
myſelf highly exalted, and moſt eminent. 

Boy. You grant truth, force, efficacy, and 
completion to the prophecies. 

Moſes. Our ſcriptures are unalterable, being 
immediately from the High and eternal God. 

Luther, Of whom we receive all our good 
things. 

Boy. To grant the prophecies their due com- 
pletion, you muſt allow two periods, or ſtated 
times for the Meſſiah's appearing in the world; 
the firſt, as a ſervant, or man of ſorrow and 
ſufferings, which muſt be ſealed by his death, 
for the redemption and ſalvation of man. The 
ſecond, in his glory, to put an end to our mor- 
tality, and render to each of us our due reward. 

Moſes. If you can make this clear, you will 
remove the partition-wall that divides us, and 
take away many dark paſſages and ſeeming 


_ contradictions in our prophecies. 


Luther. The prieſt's lips diſtil wiſdom, 

Boy. The kings of the earth ſtood up, and 
the princes aſſembled together vgoinf the Lord 
and againſt this Chriſt. $ 

Moſes. We acknowledge Herod, Pontius 
Pilate, Annas, Caiphas, and rulers of the 
people ſat in judgment, condemned and put to 
death Jeſus for calling himſelf the Chriſt; but 
this does not prove him the Meſſiah. 

Luther. It was an error in judgment. 

Boy. Saith the angel Gabricl to Daniel, ſe- 
venty weeks are determined upon thy people, 
and upon thy holy city, to puniſh the tranſ- 
greſſion, and to make an end of ſins, and to

i make reconciliation for iniquity, and to brin 
| in everlaſting righteouſneſs, and to ſeal up the 
| viſion and prophecy, and to anoint the moſt 
holy. Know, therefore, and underſtand, that 
from the going forth of the commandment, to 
reſtore and to build Jeruſalem unto the Meſ- 
ſiah, the prince ſhall be ſeven weeks; and three N 
ſcore and two weeks the ſtreet ſhall be built 
again, and the wall even in troubleſome times; |?

Meſſiah be cut off, but not for himſelf ; and 
the people of the prince that ſhall come ſhall

TV Moſes. This prophecy is clear, taken each 
N day for a year, from the going forth of the 
commandment, or decree, from the king of 
Perſia to rebuild Jeruſalem. To the date of your 
Meſſiah, this both the Jews and chriſtians con- 
cur, and are agreed; but that Jeſus, who was 
executed as a common malefactor, can be our 
Meſſiah, this is en therefore, cannot 
be granted. 
Luther. If Jeſus is not the Chriſt, unleſs you 
can produce ſome one intitled to that dignity, 
both law and | prophets fall and become abortive, 


and

and you abandoned, and as you well obſcrved, 

a bye-word and proverb throughout the earth, 

and this melancholy and deplorable ſtate of 
Iſrael dates its miſery from the rejection of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, In my ſorrow I exult, as Sampſon 
over the Philiſtines, and I now have you hip and 
thigh. What a far-fetched ſhift of one of your 
great men to ſcreen, cover, conceal, hide, and 
amuſe his poor deluded nation, in the dark veil 


of their obduracy and ſeduction, given out that 


their Meſſiah, according to promiſe, came into 
the world, but could not manifeſt himſelf, ſin 
being prevalent; but at a proper period he will 


appear a great and magnificent prince, and 
bring back the twelve tribes of Iſrael from all 


parts of the earth to Paleſtine, rebuild Jeruſa- 


lem and temple, and renew the ſacrifices and 


other parts of the Jewiſh worſhip and reign in 
glory, bringing all the earth under His ſubjec- 


tion, themſelves to be 1n full peace, fitting un- 


der their fig-trees, and feaſting in every plea- 
ſure and voluptuouſneſs: in the mean time he 
is reſting in the ſea. 

Boy. This extravagance is ſimilar and equal 
proreſtancy, both denying the accompliſhment 
of the prophecies, the Jews denying their put- 
ting to death their Meſſiah and being rejected, 
until the times or converſion of the Gentiles, 
when themſelves will alſo be converted ; and 


the proteſtant, for denying that Jeſus Chriſt 


reigns and governs his holy church until che 

end of the world. 
Moſes. You err in putting Iſrael on a level 
with hereſy ; we are poſſeſſed of a contract, or 
| Ts covenant, 
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covenant, with Almighty God, which we can, 
at all times, produce, on which chriſtianity de- 
pends and receives its life. Omn'the contrary, 
hereſies, as we proved in our other conferences, 
have no affinity or relationſhip, but are aliens 
and ſtrangers to the covenants. 

Luther. What you both obſerve are grounded 
and immoveably fixed on both ſcriptures and 
creeds; One, Holy, Catholic and Apoſtolic 
Church. This is the blaſt my refolution, de- 
termination and mental reſervation is fixed and 
reſolved upon; at my return to England im- 
mediately to ſound the laſt Trump, Which ſhall 
be the Thunder of Heaven, that will rend the 
rocks, change the ocean into foam, pierce the 
lower Hell, and ſet all nature aghaſt, dying 


with horror and diſmay, not knowing the re- 


ſult of the General Decree, which ſhall be to 
eraſe every Scotch or kirk tenet from our Holy 


Scriptures, | Common-prayer Book, and all 
books, ſo that no relic or ſtory ſhall {queek 


Calviniſm, or any Diffenter, Non-juror, Schil- 
matic, or heretic whatſoever, within my metro- 
politan juriſdiction; every hair ſhall ſtand ſtiff 
an end until peace and truth be reſtored to the 


church. O the Roaſt Beef of Old England, 


and O the Old Engliſh Roaſt Beef. 
Boy. Thirty- fifth chapter of Ifaiah. © The 


wilderneſs and the ſolitary place ſhall be glad 
for them; and the deſert ſhall rejoice and bloſ- 
"ſom as the roſe. It ſhall bloſſom abundantly, 


and rejoice even with joy and finging ; the glo- 
ry of Lebanon ſhall be given unto it, the excel- 
lency of Carmel and Sharon; they hall ſee the

glory of the Lord, and the excellency of our 
God. Strengthen ye the weak hands, and con- 
firm the feeble knees; ; ſay to them that are of a 
fearful heart, be ſtrong :. fear not: behold your 


God will come with vengeance, even God wich

Then the eyes of the blind ſhall be opened, 

and the ears of the deaf ſhall be unſtop pet ; 

the lame man ſhall leap as a hart, and the 
tongue of the dumb ſing: for in the wilder- 
neſs ſhall] waters break out, and ſtreams in the 
delert. And the parched ground ſhall become 
a pool, the thirſty land ſprins of water: in 
the habitation of dragons, where each lay, ſhall 
be graſs, with reeds and ruſhes. And a high- 
way ſhall be there, and it ſhall be.called the 
Way of Holineſs : the unclean ſhall not ꝓaſs over 
it; but it ſhall be for thoſe: the way-faring 
men, though fools, ſhall.not err therein.

Moſes. Here the prophet lays before. us the 


bleſſings of the new covenant that our God will 
make with Israel, His Power and Magnificence, 
the moſt glorious reign of our Meſliah ; ke 
muſt and will fulfil his prom! iles to His people 


whom himſelf has choſeii; a day to Him is as 


a thouſand vears, and a thouſand years as one 


day; the God of armics will bring infinite 


bleſlings 
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blef ings and comforts to the loſt ſheep of 
Iſrael. 

Luther. But, reverend ſir, don't you obſerve 
that the prophet marks out the One, Holy, 
Catholic, and Apoſtolic Church, which is the 
Highway, that fools ſhall not err, in which no 
lion, or other ravenous beaſt, Calviniſt, Papiſt, 
Anabaptiſt, Quaker, Mahometan, Jew, Pagan, 


Free- er, Materialiſt, or Stranger, hall 


enter or be ſoffered to peep his deadly and un- 


meaning face; but this paſture {hall be for the 


ſole uſe of our flock, the fold of Chriſt. We 


enjoy an everlaſting banquet, and filled with 


every enjoyment, compared to a man fitting 
under his fig-rree, wallowing in milk and ho- 
ney, the interpretation 1s, our hearts are brim- 
full, ſhook together and running over with ex- 
ultation and never-ending Jubilation. Amen.

Moſes. The ranſomed of the Lord ſhall re- 
turn to Zion with longs and everlaſting joy up- 
on their heads; they ſhall obtain joy and glad- 
neſs; and ſorrow and ſighing ſhall flee away; 
this promiſe remains to everlaſting, O long 
wiſhed- for return. 

Boy. You will allow, with the prophet, that 


your Meſſiah was to appear at the time of Jeſus 


Chriſt. 


Mofes. In this both Jews and Gentiles agree. 


Boy. You will agree that he was to confirm 
his covenant with many for one week, and in 
the middle of the week he ſhould caule the ſa- 
crifice and the oblation to ceaſe. 

Luther. This lad ſpeaks abſtruſely, myſti- 
cally, and what can neither be gainſaid or un- 
derſtood. I often broke my brains at this 
ſchool of myſteries, but never could make any 
hand of it, and ſo I gave it over; it often de- 
tained me in bed in a morning ruminating and 
breakfaſting; turning, and falling alleep ; ſo 
that the whole day paſſed in a milk. 

Meſes. We obſerve you never made any great 
progreſs in the truths of ſcripture or you would 
not remain in an unmeaning religion or falſe per- 
ſuaſion, purely becauſe you received your inſtruc- 
tion in ſuch ſchool. How often has it been proved 
to your conviction that you are in the ſchool of 
hereſy, and conſequently in a deplorable ſtate, 
during our conferences; yet, your defire is, 


to return to England, and even aſſume the 


chief chair. 
Luth. O Tillotſon, Tillotſoo, you arch wag» 


how natural is it for the ſons of the . 0 
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propheſy ; even ſo by hereditary claim and ſur- 
vivorſhip, ſhould one relation inherit another's 
honours and emoluments, either in church or 
ſtate. Ob, the honburs of my dancing days, 
the ſupreme chair, the centre of ſpiritual ple- 
nitude. As the ſcriptures well obſerve, I will 
not give my glory to another, 435 
Hoy. And in the middle of the week he ſhall 
cauſe the ſacrifice and oblation to ceaſe. 

Moſes. Taken each day for a year, three years 
is the time propheſied from the date of the 
miſſion when the ſacrifices and oblation was to 
ceaſe; but our ſacrifices and oblations conti- 
nued forty years after the death of your Meſſiah. 

Boy. Jeſus Chrift entered on his miſſion at 


the age of thirty, and was cut off at the age of 


thirty-three ; which, as you explain, the pro- 
phecy exactly agree; and as the ſame prophecy 
tells us; the Meſſiah ſhall be cut off, but not 
for Himſelf. Is this plainly foretold that He 
was to be put to death, but not for Himſelf ? 


if not for Himſelf, he muſt die for others, 


which correſpond with the deciſion of Caiphas, 
your high-prieſt, that paſſed the ſentence of 


death upon Jeſus Chriſt, in theſe words: It is 


expedient that one man die, and the nation 


periſh not; that is, not only Jews, but toge- 


ther in one, the children of the new covenant 
diſperſed in all nations, both Jews and Gentiles. 

Moſes. What you advance perfectly agrees 
with the ſcripture prophecies ; but the ceaſing 


of the ſacrifices and other parts of the Jewiſh 


worſhip, in three years after the death of Jeſus, 
| cannot

cannot be ee as they eee forty 
years. 

Luth. You are as far divided as the pope 
and myſelf, and I begin to be peckith, and 
faint and famiſhed, 

Boy. David, in the 40th Pſalm, ſpeaks in the 


perſon of the Meſſiah. I waited patiently for 
the Lord, and he inclined unto me, and heard my 


calling. He brought me alſo out of the horrible 
Pit, out of the mire and clay; and ſet my feet up- 
on the rock, and ordered my goings. And he hath 
put a new ſong in my mouth, even a thankſgiving 
anto our God. Many fhall fee it and fear, and ſhall 
put their truſt in its Lord. Bleſſed is the man, 
that has ſet his hope in the Lord; and turned not 
unto the proud, and to ſuch as go about with lies. 


O Lord, my God, great are the wondrous works 


which thou haſt done, as alſo thy thoughts, which 
are to us, and yet there is no man that can number 


them unto thee, . If ſbould ſpeak of them, they 
are more than I am able to expreſs. Sacrifice and 
meat-offerings thou wouldſt not ; but my ears thou 


haſt opened. Burnt-offerings and ſacrifice for fun 


haſt thou not required: then ſaid, behold, I come. 


In the volume of the book it is written of me, that 
T ſhould fulfil thy will, O my God : I am content to 
do it, yes, thy law is within my heart. I have 
declared thy righteouſneſs in the great congregation:

| Luther. But, my lad, your quotations are a 


long way back; my friend, David, ſpeaks before 


the firſt temple which his ſon Solomon built; 
but Chriſt appeared in the ſecond temple, and

whether my friend ſpeaks of himſelfor Clit, we 


that are at ſo great a diſtance, and of another 


ſtock, cannot dive into the myſtery : we would 


do wiſely to think of what may be moſt urgent 
in our perſonal and immediate neceſſities; my 
voice, therefore, is, every ſpirit praite the Lord. 
Let me, an old divine of the church of England, 
of no mean parentage in the annals of hiſtory, 
adviſe you of three eſſentials, Firſt, what is 
-paſt is not ours; that, that is to come, is not ours; 
what is preſent Jet us gripe at; or, like a hag, or 
night-mare, it will ſip through our fingers. 
Moſes. Prophecy is the fole goodneſs and 
mercy of God, to enlighten and teach man his 
duty, and correſpondence to the divine will. 


Jour Saviour, from whom all chriſtians ſhould 


draw their copy, gives you the example and tells 
you; as | do, ſo do you, But you being a pro- 
teſter cannot act conſonant with Jews and chri- 
ſtians. This Pſalm ſeems to indicate the Meſſiah 
offering to the Divine Majeſty ſome other mode 
of worſhip different from the old. Sacrifice 
and meat-offerings thou wouldſt not, Here 
the old is rejected. Burnt-offerings and ſacri- 


fice for fin, thou wilt not; then, ſaid I, I come. 
Without doubt this is the Meſſiah, to bring in 


and confirm the ſecond covenant, Here! pauſe, 
I find myſelf involved and preſſed with. unſur- 
mountable difficulties; our Meſſiah to change 
the laws and conſtitution of our fathers, given 
by Almighty God Himſelf, to our great Law- 


giver. Can the Great God of Heaven act con- 
trary to Himſelf, or alter what he has com- 


manded to be complied with, and kept holy 
and 
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( 11 
and unviolated? This cannot be; or, are the 
ſcripture propheſies falſe? this cannot be, for 
the one confirms and depends on the other. My 


head is diſtracted and my heart chills, with ſo 


cold and deadly faintneſs that is come upon me. 

Luther. Our conclave is attended with very 
alarming ſymptoms, both in body and ſpirit: 
] have been a ſhepherd, or, ſheep maſter, near 
fifty years, but never ſaw or experienced the. 
working or influence of the ſpirit: no, not one 
converſion until Calvin's, and in all likelihood, 
according to the preſent face of things, Moſes's. 
I hope his change will be full and compleat, 
if he ſhould ſurvive the preſent cataſtrophe. I 
have taken much trouble and pains as a perſon of 


my cloth ſhould, to open his underſtanding and 
remove his errors; in his caſe it would be not 


ſo much for the novelty of the thing, but the ad- 
vantages I ſhould draw from fo great a cap- 
tive. iſt, I ſhall take him over to England. 


2dly, As Jews are clever in bargaining, he 


ſhall be ſet over my dealings with my pariſnion- 
ers and others, and explain, perſuade, and fhew 
them the utility of enlarging, by induftry, their 
temporals, that they may be prompt, full, and 
liberal, in paying the tithes of all to a grain 
of muſtard ; for as the ſcripture taxes notice 
that a ſeed of muſtard, though the ſmalleſt of 
ſceds when grown, becomes a large tree, ſo 
that the fowls make their habitation in it. This 
parable has been productive of infinite good to 


me in particular, being, from my youth, or 
rather childhood, ever before me, knowing

brow; and that nothing is to be counted ſmall, 
deſpiſed, neglected, or over-Jooked.

blanket. There 1s not a nation who bears that 
exalted character, and more jealous of their 
liberty of conſcience, than the Engliſh, Eng- 
land never can ſuffer ſo groſs an inſult, to form 

men into hypocrites. - 
Luther. J hope nincom-poop, ſearamouch, 
ſaucy- box, buffoon, ſcare- crow, pigmy, bar- 
barian, ſavage, cruel and vncultivated villain, 
to lay the charge of combing mens conſciences, 
and entangling their brains with fetters; un- 
civilized morality and inhumanity. I declare 
1 have—it 1s better in than out ; however, 1 
will ceaſe my ſeverity, or you may put an end 
to your exiſtence, and I go ſupperleſs to bed, 
which would not be the molt jocular compa- 
mon 
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nign or bed fellow. O patience; what zeal poſ- 
{cles me whenever liberty and no exciſe, is or 
are endangered; but I ſtill hope your intentions 
ute not of that kind. I am florid, and it is

old friend at hand, ſtrong evacuation; I am 
gelle and muſt burſt, nden I can blow 
heartily my ſowgelder' horn, which would re-

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lieve. Take my common-prayer book, and at 


the head you will read two acts as a ſpecimen 


of many more ſtatutes for the uniformity and 
univerſality of our Sion, ſo that there may be 


one religion, both in prayer and ſacraments, 


without this conformity ; you will there ſee the 
penalties to be inflicted. The iſt act was en- 
ated under our gracious ſovereign queen Eli- 
zabeth, the other under our gracious ſovereign 
Charles the Second. So help me God. They

Scene changes. Moſes, Boy, and Notaries, 
Mofes. ESSIAH confirmed his covenant 
with many for one week, cauſed 
the ſacrifice and oblation to ceaſe, and Himſelf 
cut off, and from that period deſolation. Two 
parts of this prophecy are confirmed and re- 
main confirmed at this day. Iſrael has been 
without temple or ſacrifice, and themſelves 
drove out and abandoned by their God, ſcat- 
tered throughout all nations, hated and de- 
ſpiſed, and their country deſolate. Where their 
temple ſtood 1s placed the abomination of de- 
ſolation, the worſhip of the Impoſtor Mahomet. 
This part of the prophecy ſtands open to the 
whole world, and this from the very time 
marked and pointed out to us by our ſcriptures 


that the Meſſiah ſhould came, from which pot 


of time you date your chriſtianity. But, alas! 
where ſhall Iſrael ſearch for the fulfilling of the 
other two parts of this prophecy ? where is the 
Meſſiah that 1s cut off, or, where are the men 
that He confirmed His covenant with ?

tranſlated His old covenant into the ſecond, and 
new covenant, which He promiſed from the be- 
ginning, and throughout His ſcriptures, had

your temple deſtroyed, and on the ground on 


which your temple ſtood was erected a heathen, 


and at this day, a Mahometan temple, or place 
of worſhip. He appointed and confirmed twelve 
biſhops, known by the name of the apoſtles ; 
one of the twelve He appointed Fits Vicar, 
whom he inveſted with ample power as head and 
chief, which has come down by a regular ſuc— 
ceſſion from St, Peter, who was the firſt ap- 
pointed and ſeated his chair in Rome to the 
preſent time. He appointed ſeventy others alſo, 
After His Reſürrection, he appeared at different 

times for forty days, when he alcended to RE 
ven in the fight of one hundred and twenty. 
He appeared once to five hundred brethren, 
and, no doubt, many others. A few days after 
is Aſcenſion, Peter's firſt ſermon added three 
thouſand 11 and a icw Gays after, they 


increaſed to five thoufand, and in a ſhort period 


the new covenant was extended to all parts of 
the earth. Their ſound hath gone forth into 
all the earth, and their words nts the ends of

The Almighty gave Iſrael a law, and 
by that law Jeſus Chriſt was condemned to die. 

Deuteronomy 18th chapter. But the prophet 
which ſhall preſume to ſpeał a word in my name, 
which I have not commanded him 10 ſpeak, or that 
ſhall ſpeak in the name of other gods, even that 
prophet ſhall die, 

Boy. Bot if thou ſay in thy heart, how 
ſhall we know the word which the Lord hath 
not ſpoken?

He was prophecied to be of the ſtock 
of David. and confequently of the tribe of 
Judah. 

Moſes. The ſcriptures dectare i 1 

Boy. You grant theſe privileges to 1 
Chriſt. 

Moſes. Iſrael never diſputed theſe privileges, 
they were proved by the univerſal tax of Au— 
guſtus, when every perſon was obliged to re- 
pair to the place of their nativity to anſwer 
perſonally, when his parents repaired to the 
city (as ſtock) of David; for the tribes of 
Iraet kept, from the beginning, each tribe 
and each family a regular regiſter, to preſerve 
privileges and inconfuſion. 

Boy. We have, in the reign of the emperor 


| Veſpaſian, an Inquiry for the for the kindred 


of David, after the taking of Jeruſalem; alſo 
by the emperor Domitian, when the nephews 
of Jude, apoſtle, was brought before him, who 
were near relations of Jeſus Chriſt, and being 
examined by the emperor, declared themſelves 
deſcendants of David, and that the kingdom of 
Chriſt was celeſtial and not terreſtrial ; for the 
emperors were, as Herod, afraid of the power 


of Chriſt, taking the prophecies in the ter- 
reſtrial 8 as Iſrael has ever done. 


Maſes. Iſrael ever has, and at this day expect 


their Meſſiah to appear, the high and mighty 
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Lord of the earth, and will reſtore them to their 
promiſed country and privileges. 

Boy. Iſracl, you grant, acknowledges Jeſus 
Chriſt to be the ſeed of David, and that he 55 
peared at the time appointed. 

Moſæs. Agreed thus far; but Iſrael never 
will accept Jeſus, whom you call Chrift, for 
the Meſſiah, his character and perſon being the 
reverſe to the perſon and character of their 
Meſſiah, who will manifeſt himſelf che glory 
and aſtoniſhment of all nations : from all parts 
will the nations bring gifts to Jeruſalem ; our 
temple and worſhip reſtored, where peace and 
harmony will dwell, every man enjoying himſelt 
under his Vine and Fig-tree, with every bleſ— 
ſing, without fear of war, and Iſrael be a glory 
throughout the earth. Kings and princes will 
honour them, and every one will think himſelf 
happy if he is permitted to take hold of the 
ſkirt of a Jew.

Moſes. Here J am loſt in horror and deſpair, 
Meſtah cut off, his covenant confirmed, Iſrael 
with her temple end ſacrifice caſt off, Jeruſalem 
deſtroyed, and judea laid waſte and given to 
the Gentiles, themſelves made ſlaves. O the 
the miſery of two thouſand years. 

Boy. Iſaiah gth chapter. For unto us a child is 
born, unto us a ſon is given, and the government 
ſhall be upon his ſhoulders, and his name ſhall be 
called, Wonderful Counſellor, the mighty God, the 
everlaſting Father, the Prince of peace. Of the 
increaſe of his government and peace there ſhall be 
no end, and upon the throne of David and his 
kingdom to order and eftabliſh it with judgment 
and with juſtice, from henceforth even for ever ;

Moſes. lrael grants her Meſhah no part of 
the Divinity, but every perfection of human 
nature, and great ſhare of the Spirit, far ex- 
ceeding, if poſſible, Moſes, whom the Al- 
mighty ſpoke with face to face, Aſſuming to 
himſelf this infinite dignity was the condemna- 
tion and death of Jeſus Chriſt; for many ac- 
cuſations proved ineffectual and abortive unto 
our high and chict prieſt, Caiphas aſked him, 
(as he had ee himſelf) Art thou Chriſt

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the ſan of the Bleſſed}? Without heſitating, he

Who hath believed our 
reports, and to whom 1s the arm of the Lord 
revealed, for he ſhall grow up before him as a 
tender plant, and as a root our of a dry ground; 
he hath no form nor comelineſs ; and when we 
ſhall ſee him, there is no beauty that we ſhould 
defire him. He is deſpiſed and rejeaed of 
men; a man of ſorrows, and acquainted with 
grief; and we hid as it were our faces from 
him. He was deſpiſed, and we eſteemed him 
not: ſurely he hath borne our griefs, and car- 
ried our forrows, yet we did efteem him ſtricken, 
imiiten of God, and affift-d. But he was 
wounded for our tranſgreſſions, he was bruiſed 
for our iniquities; the chaſtiſement of our 
peace was upon him, avd with his ftripes we 
are healed. All we, like ſh. ep, have gore altray, 
we have turned every one to his own way; and 
the Lord has laid on Him the iniquity cf ue 
all. He was opprefied, and he was afflicted ;

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yet, he opened not his mouth: he is brought 
as a lamb to the laughter, and as a ſheep, be- 
fore her ſnearers, is dumb; ſo he openeth not 
his mouth. He was taken from priſon and from 
Judgment; and who ſhall declare his genera- 
tion? for he was cut off out of the land of the 
living; for the tranſgreſſions of My people was

min'ous death of the Meſſiah; hated, deſpiſed, 
villifed, ſcorned, and derided as the fcum or 
dregs, not worthy the name of man: executing 
bim with the malef:&ors, as a moſt baſe cul- 
prit. That he died for others, both Daniel., and 
Iſaiah agree; this proves him to be more than 


man, they being all involved in the fin of our 


firſt parent, and 1 this againſt the Dety ; which 
guilt could not be cancelled by a creature; for 
had man maintained his innocence, or even 
the higher order of angels, they have nothing 
they can claim or offer, but belongs to their 
Creator. This reflection involves my mind, 
and like a dagger pierces my heart: where have 
been wandering in the ſhades of night, for 
four-ſcore years, ever learning, but never 
learned: my pu: ſuit limited to the narrow 
boundaries of Palaſtine, and my Meſſiah an 
earthly prince; O the miſery of terreſtrial glo- 
ry, it robs us of all that is truly glorious ; how 
often have I conſidered, Moles, our great le- 


' giſlaror, and king Solomon, as types of our 


Meſſiah, but him in a far more perfect and 
ſublime ſphere, with a Jong ſcries of years and 
tranſ.ending bliſs; bur gilt te rreſtrial, and him 
not God; fot the thought I ſhould be con- 
demned blaſphemeous. But now a ray of ce- 
leſtial light breaks through, and diſcovers to 
my deluded underſtanding the weakneſs of the 
human mind, left to its own reaſoning in the 
way of ſpirit; four-ſcore years travelling over 
ſea and land in ſearch of truth; this from my 
vouth, my chief Concern, but alas to no effect ; 


icriprure has ever been my chief companion, 
but 
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but no ſpiritual nouriſhment could I receive, 
being tenacious to maintain the Jaw of my fore- 
fathers, which I conſidered as the law of my 
God ; "whereof it was nothing more than the 
early impreſſion I imbibed in my infant ſtate, 
which ripened into maturity as I grew up, and 
became miſtreſs both of my reaſon and actions, 
for I always made it a rule hat my actions thro' 
life ſhould be conformable and coincide with

David gives us his re- 
ſurrection; thou ſalt not leave my foul in hell, 
neither ſnalt thou ſuffer thy holy one to fee cor- 
ruption.

he knew was to be his ſon, conſequently not 
intitled to his homage; but he knew allo that 
he was his God, in quality of which he pours 


forth his ſoul in praiſe and adoration, which 


breathe throughout his pſalms: 1n this pſalm is 


declared the prieſtly office of the Meſſiah, not 
according to the order of Aaron which was in- 
ſtitoted in the old covenant, but according to 


Melchiſedech, to whom we read in Geneſis, 


our father Abraham paid tithes, and re- 
ceived his bleſſing, being the prieſt of Al- 
mighty God ; ſo that the new worſhip or cove- 
nant will be different, dating, and taking its 
effect from the death of the Meſſiah, who, ac- 
cording to Daniel, is to be cut off, but not for 
himſelf. Alſo the Pſalm 40, Sacrifice and obla- 
tion thou wouldſt not: but a body thou haft jilted 


to me: Ilolocauſts for fin did not pleaſe thee. i hen 


ſaid I, behold 7 come : in the brad of the b5o% it 
is written of me, that / ſhould do thy will, O 
God, Here we are told of the inſufficiency of 
the old covenant and mode of worſhip, and 
that the Almighty would bring and confirm the 
new, which, according to Daniel, was Con= 
firmed with many and <ſtabliſhed in the middle 


of the ſeventieth week by the Meſliah when he

thouf:nd years has this prophecy been accom- 
pliſhed. Geneſis 14th chapter. And Melchiſe- 
decb, king of Salem, brought forth bread and 
wine : and he was prieſt of the Moſt High God. And 
Be bl:fſed bim and faid, bleſſed be Abram of the 
Maſt High God, poſſeſſor of heaven and earth:

So that the oblation or worſhip of the new co- 


venant will de offered to the Son equally with 


the Father, which would be the height of blaſ- 
Phemy, were the Son not God.

This a truth known 
to all nations of the earth; but where is the 
covenant confirmed with many, and who is the 
Meſſiah that confirmed it? Theſe two eſſentials 
ſhall] be the principals of this debate, and which 
knowledge all Iſrael moſt ardently hopes for. 
Boy. You agree, that Jeſus Cheilt is of the 


| lineage of David, and that he was put to death 
at the time marked by the avove prophecy, 


Moſes. Moſt aſſuredly; I do not deny theſe 
two points; alſo, the accuſation for which he 
ſuffered and manner, circumſtances and what 
occurred in his life and at his death, which was 
on a gibbet. I have already given you a detail 


to which I refer, and to his diſciples who wrote 


your Goſpels. 
Boy. Change of religion is of chat delicate 


texture, and muſt N from ſelf. conviction 


or inſufficiency of the religion they are in, 
which ſhovld be its own criterion. This ſhall 
be the ſtandard that we will abide by. I will

ples in the mind. It is the moſt firm baſs. 


Boy. Notaries, will you bring forward the 


heads or points diſcuſſed and agreed to. 


Notaries, One God, but diſtin perſons. 


Meſſiah God and man, who confirmed the co- 
venant, when he was put to death, rofe from 
death, aſcended into heaven, where he ſits on 
the right-hand of God. The Jews as was fore- 
told by the prophet, aſſiſted at his death. For- 
ty years after, according to the time marked by 
the prophets, Jeruſalem was deſtroyed by the 
Romans, under Titus, the temple deſtroyed 
and ſacrifice ceaſed, to the time preſent, near 
two thouſand years, and the Jews no longer a 
nation, but a proverb and a bye-word in the 
mouths of all nations. The prieſthood of the 


new covenant, after the order of Melchiſtdech, 


whofe offering was bread and wine, when the 
temple ſtood it was a heathen temple, at pre- 
ſent a Turkiſh moſque, and Jeruialem trodden 
down by the Gentiles, &c. 

Boy. Plajm 2. i ao the heathen rage and 
the people imagine a vain thin? The kings of the 
earth ſtand up, and the rulers taxe counſe! againji 
the Lord and againſt His Chriſt. Let #5 beat 
their bunds oſunder, end caft away their cords from 
us. Fe that dewelleth in heaven ſbull laugh bene 
to feorn : the Lord ſhall ba ve them in de Lou. 


Then ſhall. be nend uno them in tits wrath, and

Moſes. 1 his Pſalm is a fur. Ber confirmation 
of the Heads going before, quoted by the No- 
taries. 
Boy. You will reflect who it was at the time 
the Meſſiah appeared, was appointed by the 
heathens, kings or princes in Jeruſalem, or 
over the Jews, they being tributary to the Ro- 
mans, and who were the rulers of the Jews, 
alſo, who or what perſon they raged and took 
counſel againſt: aſcertaining theſe heads will 
lead us with other ſcripture confirmations to the 
. Mefhiah,.._ 3 ; es 

Moſes. Herod, Pontius Pilate, Apnas and 
Caiphas, were at that time appointed; but who 
the Meſſiah, that they, With the reſt, raged 
and took counſel againſt as a criminal, we know | 
not. 

Fay. The ſews have been noted 2 tranſ- 
miiting o. curiences, particularly in matters of 
| relig. On,

religion, to their poſterity, and moſt aſſuredly 
they would not overlook or neglect the very 
article that they have been throughout their 


whole ſcriptures, beginning with their great 


law-giver, Moſcs, to Malachi, their lateſt pro- 
phet, apprized and forzwarned of. But, with- 
out propheting by theſe timely precautions, 
Iſrael not only ftands gvilty of this bloody 
tragedy, but remains to this day obſtinate and 
irreconcileable. 

| Mefes. You cannot charge the Jews with ob- 
ſtinacy in a matter they are ignorant and would 
wiſh to know. Our ſcriptures being from Al- 
mighty God we know are true; aid theſe ſcrip- 


tures affirm, that the Jews have cut off their 


Meſſiah. This, therefore, is confirmed, but 


who is the Meſſiah out of many pretending at 


the time appointe to that title and dignity we 
know not. Each drew a number of the com- 
mon vulgar with their magic and form bodies 
of diſciples, who running headlong into every 
licentiouſneſs, thouſands were executed. 
Boy. The princcs of the earth ſtood up and 
the rulers take counſel againſt the Lord and 
againſt His Chriſt. In relation to Impoſtors 
drawing the: rabble after their low cunning and 


magical charms and behaving riotouſly, is not 


to our purpoſe. Obſerve. the ſcripture poſitive- 


ly and ablolutely affirms, that the princes and 


rulers raged and took council againſt Chriſt 
and put him to death. This is the point we 
are inveſtigating and ſearching out. 

Moſes. Impediments that cloud and caſt 
ſhades on truth muſt be removed by canvaſſing 
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when light will appear in its meridian. It is 
therefore eſſentially neceſſary, when the greateſt 


ſubject that can enter into the heart of man the 


perſon of the Meſſiah, on which ſalvation exiſts, 
is concerned, and to be determined upon, that 
wiſdom ſhould be our guide, by which every 
enemy or obſtacle will be taken away ; the day 
ſtar will then break. forth and remove our 
doubts; to embrace and ſt ilk doubt is folly. 
Boy. I conſider your motive and acknowledge 


the fundamental principle on which it is tound- 


ed; I heartily acquieſce. 

Moſes. At the period or time marked by the 
ſcriptures, for the appearance of the Meſſiah, 
many impoſtors roſe up, declaring each one, 
that he was the Meſſiah. Simon Magus, a Sa- 
maritan, of the village of Gitton, who, ac- 
cording to your chriſtian hiſtorian Euſebius, 
who alſo takes notice of an apology wrote by 
the philoſopher Juſtin, a man famous among 
the profeſſors of chriſtianity, ſoon after the 
times of the apoſtles, to the emperor Antoni- 
nus, was one of theſe impoſtors, who claimed 
divine worſhip. Theſe are the words of Juſtin : 
6 And after the Aſcenſion of our Lord into 
heaven, the devil ſent forth certain men who 
ſtiled themſelves gods, whom you were ſo far 
from perſecuting, that you worſhip them. 
Among them there was one Simon, a Samari- 
tan, of the village named Gitton, who, 1n the 
reign of. Claudius Cæſar, having performed 
many magical wonders, by the aſſiſtance and 
art of devils, within your city of Rome, the 
metropolis of the empire, was accounted a God 
y Wy by 


( ky 
by you, to whom you dedicated an image,as to a 
God, in an iſland of the river J iber, between 


the two bridges, with this Latin inſcription, 


§imoni Deo Sent, that is, “to Simon the Holy 
God.“ Him, therefore, the Samaritans, and 
ſome of other nations, confeſs to be the Great 
God, and worſhip him; as alſo, one Helena, 
at that time a conſtant companion of his, who 


heretofore was a proſtitute in the ſtews of Tyre, 


a City of Phenicia, and her they term the prime 


notion (or firit conception). Another, one 


Theudas, who perſuaded a multitude of people 
to tac their goods with them and follow him 
to the river Jordan; for he ſaid, that he was a 
prophet, and would by his command part the 


waters of the river, and afford them an eaſy 


paſſage over. By ſuch ſpeeches he deceived 


many; but Fadus (who was then Procurator 
of Judea) ſuffered them not to take the benefit 
of their madneſs, but ſent out a body of horſe, 


who falling on them at unawares, partly killed, 
and the reſt took alive; and having then 
Theudas, they beheaded him, and carried his 
head to Jeruſalem. Concerning the death of 


Simon, ſome ſay, it was at Rome. An Egyp- 


tian likewiſe roſe up a falſe prophet, who an- 
noyed the Jews, being a magician ; yet the re- 
pute of a prophet got together about thirty 


want men that he had ſeduced ; and lead- 
ing them out to the mount of olives, prepared 


by force to enter Jeruſalem; and, having van- 


' Quiſhed the Roman guards, to ſeize the princi- 


pality over the peopte, reſolved to make them 
+ bis guard, who, with him, by violence entered 
O 2 the 


( be) 


the city; but Felix prevented his attempt, hav- 


ing met him with the Roman ſoldiers, and all 


the people joined their aſſiſtance in repelling 
his injurious violence; fo that, the aſſault be- 
ing made, the Egyptian fled with a few, and 


moſs of his party were ſlain or taken priſoners.” 


In a ſimilar manner Jeſus Chriſt, from what 
country he received his birth, there are various 
conjectures. Some ſay, an Egyptian, others a 
Samaritan ; ' ſome again, a Galatian; fo that 


it remains a matter of doubt. This man gave 


himſelf out for the Meſſiah and the Son of God, 
and as I obſerved in another conference, was 
moſt artfully ſkilled in Art Magic, which he 


alſo taught his followers ; he alſo drew num- 


bers, promiſing to deſtroy the temple and build- 
ing it without hands, and this great feat in 
three days, a fabric that was forty-ſeven years 
in building, forbidding to pay tribute to Cæſar, 


and drew the people from the law of their fore- 


fathers. - Him Iſrael found neceſſary to appre- 


hend, and by. raiſing the body of the people, 


compelled Pontius Pilate to crucify him. Theſe 
and many other impoſitions Iſrael was infeſted 
with at that period, being the time marked out 


by the ſcripture for the manifeſtation of the 


Meſſiah. 
Boy. The princes of the earth and up, abe 
the rulers take council againft the Lord and 
againſt His Chriſt. |

council and put to death Simon Magus, for 
claiming "the title of Meſſiah or Son or God?

Mes. He claimed, as Theudas, the title of 
prophet, and, no doubr, that of the Meſſiah. 
He made his eſcape, conſequently could not be 
put to death, Theudas was beheaded when 
taken, and his head brought to Jeruſalem, which 
prevented atrial, 

Boy. Simon Magus was not arraigned at the 
judgment ſeat or tribunal of Pontius Pilate, 
who was governor of Judah, at the epoch 
marked by the ſcriptures, for the princes and 
rulers to fit in judgment, condemn, and put to 
death the Chriſt of God; neither were J heu- 
das, or the Egyptian, which prove my aſſertion, 


that it was frivolous and not to our purpoſe, to 


bring forward thoſe impoſtors and place them 


competitors, to eclipſe Jeſus Chriſt the true 


Meſſiah, as Pharaoh ſet the two magicians, 
Jannus and Mambres, to ridicule and oppoſe 
Moſes, and bring the deſigns of Ajnnghty God 


into contempt and diſrepute. 


Moſes. I hoid it partial to decide upon a 
matter before it has paſſed a proper examipa— 
tion. Facts muſt be proved at the bar of jul-

1 am told, dear Coz, 
you loſt your wind, but being poſſeſſed of a 
larger portion of brains, the God of the new 
philoſophy of this our enlightened age and nor- 


thern hemiſphere, you contrived and effected 
your eſcape back, to regorge with your beloved 


brethren, and duck anew in fleſhly guſt; yet, 
happy you, my Coz, that has, no doubt, uſed 
your vigour in the enjoyment of thoſe ſeas of 
delights you plunged yourſelf with the ltarry 

nymphs, fraſting with inſatiating glut. O ye 
hon why am 1 here in the old mire, filth, 
common ſtew, or brothe!, in which fixty and 
more years hard ſervice have rendered irkiome. 
I confeſs my Eminence 1s fixed and placed on 
the high turret or pianacle of this world, riding 
on the heads of princes, tramp'ing cn the necks 
of the Great, and using as a foviltool all the

Moſes. And yet with all your boaſted: gran- 
deurs, and mighty armies, as Haman envied 
Mordecai's humble tranquillity, fo you envy 
and are piqued at poor Ignatius's heroic death 
and reſtoration ; your palled, yet unquenchion- 


able luſt, avarice, envy, and a train of unbridled 


inclinations, that human nature is ſuſceptible; 
you have (pig like) made it your ſtudy to feaſt 
and gratify, as you boaſt, from your infancy to 


your preſent ſuperannuated ſtage of decrepidity; 


be warned; the day of your life is far ſpent, the 
evening is arrived, and night cloſe on your 
heels, when, without a ſpeedy change of morals, 
I much fear you will go empty, with your grey 
hairs to the grave, and in the regions of death 
howl your eternal lot. 

Club. Rabbi, your forward er is no ways 
grateful in the ears of the new philoſophers of 
this our enlightened and northern hemiſphere ; 
but to charge the lord of the mighty empires of 
reformation with being wrong, is beyond all 
diſpute unprecedented, unpopular, degrading, 
frightful, old faſhioned, unpleaſant, hard favour- 
ed, innovating, inſane, untractable, diſreliſhing, 


anatomizing, deadly, no ways uſeful to gentec 


ſociety, bringing an old exploded bugbear to

new pleaſures to ſuccecd this. that we may with- 
out abatement inebriate, and enjoy each other: 
this ſhould be the language or garland f ſweet 
perfumes, preſented to our Lord and Father, 
head and chief of the new philoſophy of this our 


_enhghtened age and northern hemiſphere. 


Luther, One hundred and fifty years was the 
life of old Par, and, I think, one hundred and 
ſixty, the age of one Gibſon, myſelf ſeventy-five, 
or the like of that, do ye mungey ; now, ſuppoſ- 
ing the caſe thus, look and obſerve my compi- 
lation, then cry out, his fellow is not, O Iſrael, 
my ſkin is ſtretched by firm, hard, and ſubſtan- 
tial leſh; as the head of a drum braced for bat- 
tle, ſo that with every requiſite I enjoy, I have 
not, or the like of that, arrived to the zenith or 
meridian of life. Odds bobs! I am luſty and 
ſtrong, and can roar out a ſong. All things duly 
conſidered, am the great one of the earth; 1 
bleſs my ſtars for the inſtantaneous exaltation, 
inflalluion, [uperatbomding excellencies, with 
unparagoned attributes, which form me with 


grace, the darling of the univerſe. Whilſt I re- 


mained an humble dependant and parſon of the 
old reformation, IT was much embaraſſed and over- 
bined with qualms, fears, ſtings of conſcience, 
and remorſe or lowneſs of ſpirits whenever J en- 
veloped my ou:ward man in the ſweets of 
the Helh, or tranſgreſſed oſcs's command- 
ments; 
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ments; for, though a proteſtant, I had not the 
knack of coining new tenets to give peace, or 
relieve the mind; which untoward weakneſs, I 
{uppoſe, or the like of that, do ye mungey, was 
the original ſpring of the new philoſophy of this 
our enlightened age and northern hemiſphere. 
Ignatius, my coz, relieve me, your lord and fire, 
who am exhauſted and borne down by the exceed- 
ing great weight of glory that is come upon me, 
a happy hagges, as the ſaying is, do you mun- 
gey, or the like of that. But then, and ſuppoſe, 
you will anſwer me, or the like of that, do ye 
mungey. Moſt mighty monarch ſeated on the 
ſupreme throne of glory, and cloathed in the 
robes of majeſty, wielding the ſceptre of power, 
which bends all things to your nod, it is not be- 
coming me, your vaſſal, to aſſume even to live 
in your godlike preſence; the aſpect of your 
grandeurs melt and chill my heart. My ee 
begotten in the bowels of charity, how is it that 
your great and heroic courage, and dauntleſs 
ſoul ſhould recoil and fall back in my pre ſence, 
and not in thoſe regions of death: this is a freſh 
acquiſition to my immenſity. Jam curious 
to be informed of the manner and different 
itages you have pailed through in life; firſt, no 
doubt you palied in childiſh actions, then as has 
come before me in Jeſuitiſm at their diſſolution; 
your body at leaſt ſome of you took un: brage at 
your then Pope, for diſbanding your ſociete, 
who, as you conſidered your ſelves, his bedy 
guard, chief order, the more honorable and ſub- 
Jett to no controul but your own ſupertors your 
general you conſidered as you now do me, or the 
lit - ot that, Pope and ſupreme of your ſociety,

and crown on the head of the pope, as the ſaying 
8, or the: 1:ke of that, do ye mungey. A great 
logician of your {ociety, a few weeks before 1 
came on my travels, in company with myſelf and 
four of our miniſters uſed a variety of vagueſub- 
terfuges to ſereen the ſociety, and condemn poor 
Clement; his argument went as he wiſhed to 
prove that a ſpiric1s :mmortal, conſequent:y can- 
not be or {uffer annihilation, even though crimi- 
nal: this he uſed much fubtilty, art and cunning, 
to prove and confirm by the fiends, who, though 
continuing their factioa, ſtill remain in power; 
upon this ground he placed his battering ram, 
and when he had ſtored himſelf with a lump: uous 
dinner, he began, and did lo ribroaſt Ganganelli 
that he kept us the whole evening in one conti- 
nued roar ; he is the moſt artful wag that, as we 
confeſſed, ever wore a breeches. One while he 
endeavourcd to ſhew the exploits of Igoatius, 
when an officer in the army ; his undaunted cou- 
rage, which act finiſhes with the being vanquiſh- 
ed by. the enemy, after playing off a thouſand 
eats of chivalry, and a broken leg: this firit act 

continued from five to fix; in the courſe of which 
he found it convenient to take off ſix bumpers. 
He then enters on the ſecond act with his hero, 
taking up the lives of ſaints, whilſt bed-ridden, 
from his wounds, and obſerved a warfare which 
he thought both honourable and. profitable, 
as it glorified his Creator; and, as a magnet, 
draws touls to his banner, or ſweet yoke of the 
goſpel, After ſome time ſpent in rigorous pen- 
nance, he threw himſclf proftrate at the feet of 
the Pope, and obtained his ble fing, prieſthood, 
and general of a new order, wich this fel 
1 he 
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= The ſociety of Jeſus.” His conſtitutions are 
copied from the life of Chriſt, ſo that whoever 
would know the life of a Jeſuit will read and 
underſtand that of Jeſus, from whom they are 
named. The ſociety prelently became for- 
midable, and our great general deputed miſſion- 
ers to craverſe the earth, and ſow the maxims 
of the goſpel both by word and example in all 
hearts, by. whoſe means chriſtianity in a ſhort 
time flouriſhed in countries until then un- 
known, but to the wild and ſavage inhabitants, 

who being brought to the knowledge of their 
duty, became prudent, docile, dutiful and good 
chriſtians. It was a common remark that the 
year the Auguſtine Friar, Luther, quitted his 
order, Ignatius of Loyola was called by God 
to raiſe an army to beat down that Herald, or 
Trumpet of the Reformation. The old Friar, 
to gain diſciples, found it proper in part to copy 
Mahomet 1n tickling the fleſh by this predilec- 
tion held out; the invitation anſwered the deſired 
effect, thouſands of all denominations flocked 
to the ſtandard of pleaſure, and in a ſhort time 
they became formidable to the old chriſtianity. 

Let us for a moment view the two competitors, 
the old Friar drawing chriſtians to his ſtandard; 

the Jeſuit, Infidels and ſavage nations, to the ſtan- 
dard of Jeſus Chriſt, both equally great in their 
profeſſion. After the two patriarchs finiſhed their 
courſe, their ſucceſſors trod in their ſteps two 
hundred and fifty years, when, according to their 
now aſpects, they arrived to the zenith of their 
predeſtination. The ſociety of Jeſus diſappears in 
the old prieſthood, and proteſtancy by fulne!s 
are become nauſeous, obſcene, offenſive, ranka-

rous, hateful, and keep no faith; neither will 
they traffic, but hate each Other. They now 


are in the ſhoes of the weak and keble, 4 


common make- game and laughing ſtock at 
each other, and in the mouths of all Nations, 
ſo that in a ſhort time, fay likely, both proteſ- 
tantiſm with Jeſuitiſm, will be buried with 
the century; with this he cioſed the ſecond act. 

Our good friend, on cloſing his ſecond act, 
finiſhed a dozen bumpers, when he became 
outrageous againſt the court of Rome and ca- 
thohic courts; he diſplayed great ingenuity, 
and handled his ram's head with the dexterity, 
power, vigour, and energetic force of an Alex- 
ander or Czſar ; ſo that, in a ſmall hour, the 
court of Rome, with that of France, Spain, 
Germany, Portugal, and whatever power leagued 
in whatever manner, or way, or the like of 
that, do ye mungey, to the extiaction or abo- 
liſhing the ſociety, was cut up, carved, and, 
as Sodom and Gomorrah utterly deſtroyed, ſo 
as not a veſtige of beauty was to be found, but

crucifixion of Chriſt, and mentioned in the 
Goſpel of Matthew. “ I am a worm and no 
mau: a Feproach of men, and deſpiſed of the 
people.“ Never was man more derided and de- 
piſed, vilißed, and as it were an inherent hatred, 
than Jeſus Chriſt, rot only by the Jews, but 
every deſcription of men but his own church; 

and this we ſee verified even in this eighteenth 
century. * They ſhor out the lip, and ſhake 
the ee, J his, all agree, Jeſus ſuffered on the 
croſs. © Thou haſt brought me into the jaws 
of death: for dogs have compaſſed me, the 

3 of the wicked have incloſed me: And 
in another pſalm, © Why have the Gentiles 
raged, and the people deviſed vain thin; 832 
the kings of the earth ſtood up, and the princes 
aſſembled together, againil the Lord, and againſt 
his Chriſt.” All theſe prophecies were accom- 
pliſhed at the time appointed in the prophecy 
of Danicl, by Herod, Pilate, Caiphas, with rhe 
other princes, rulers and whole body oi people, 
both Jews and Gentiles, which on that great 
feſtival had met from many diſtant countries, to 
join the ſolemnity. © They pierce! my hands 
and my feet.” Jeſus Chriſt was nailed through 
his hands and feet to the crols, an ignominious 
ſpectacle, expoſed to the view, and inflicted on 
none but the molt vile and abandoned wretches ; 
the nails are ſhewn at this day, © I hey part my 
garments among them, and caſt lots upon my 
veſture.” All theſe chings were accompliſhed, 


and your four! Evangel! iſts bear record. © He 


was numbered with the tranſgreſſors.“ All this 
prophecy

Prophecy was truly verified at the crucifixion of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and recorded in your Goſpels, 
This was his prayer for his crucifiers, © Father, 
forgive them; they know not what they do: 5 
And for the penitent thief, © This day thou 
ſhall be with me in Paradiſe.” 
Boy. Matthew, chapter 27. And when 
morning was come, all the chief prieſts and an- 
cients of the people took council againſt Jeſus, 
to put him to death; and they brought him 
bound, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the 
governor. Then Judas, who betrayed him, 
teeing thai he was condemned, repenting him— 
ſelf, brought back the thirty pieces of fiiver to 
the chief prieſts and che ancients, ſaying, “ 
have ſinued in betraying innocent blood.“ But 
they ſaid : “ What is that to us? look thou to 
it, and caſting down the pieces of ſilver in the 
temple, he departed, and went and hanged 
himſelf with a halter.

And he then had a 
notorious priſoner, that was called Barabbas. 
They therefore being gathered together, Pilate 
faid ; © Whom will you that I releaſe o you, 
Barabbas, or Jeſus, who is called Chriſt 2” 


for he knew that, for envy, they had delivered 


him. And as he was fitting on the judgment- 
ſcat, his wife jent to him, ſaying; Have thou 
nothing to do with that juſt man, for ] have 


ſuffered many things this day 1n a dream, be- 


cauſe of him?” But the chief pries and an- 
cients perſuaded the people, that they ſhould 
aſk Barabbas, and make Jeſus away. And the 


oovernor anſwering, faid to them: © Whether 


will you have of the two to be releaſed unto 
you?“ But they laid, *© Barabbas,” Pilate faith 
to them: What ul de then with Jeſus, 
that is called Chriſt?” They ſay all: let him 
be crucified.” The governor ſaid to them; 
«© Why, what evil hath he done?” Bur they 

cried out the more, ſaying; ** Let him be cru- 
cified.” And Pilate ſceing thit he prevatllesk 
nothing, but that rather a Ee was made, 
raking wWa'er, w. aſhed his hands before the pro-

ple, ſaving, “J am innocent of the blood of 
this juſt man: look ye to it.“ And all the 
people anſwering, ſaid; © His blood be upon 
us and upon our children. Then he releaſe:

into the hall, gathered together unto him the

apoſtles, Matthew [26th chapter. And it 
came to paſs, when Jeſus had ended all theſe 
words, he ſaid to his diſciples: You know that

of man ſhall be delivered up to be crucified : 
then were gathered together the chief prieſts 
and the ancients of the people into the palace 
of the high-prieſt, who was called Caiphas ; 
and they conſulted together, that by ſubtlety 
they might apprehend Jeſus and put him to 
death. Then went one of the twelve, who 
was called Judas Iſcariot, to the chief prieſts, 
and he faid to them; What will you give me, 
and 1 will deliver him unto you ? But they ap- 
pointed him thiriy pieces of filver, and from 
thenceforth he ſought opportunity . to betray 
him.

And they 
being very much troubled, began every 'one to 
lay, Is it I, Lord? Bur he anſwering, faid ; 
He that dippeth his hand with me in the difh,

indeed gocth, as it is written of him; but woe

to that man, by whom the ſon of man ſhall be 
betrayed; it were better for that man if he had 
not been born. And Judas that betrayed him, an- 
ſwering, ſaid ; Is it I, Rabbi? He faith to him, 
Thou haſt ſaid it. And while they were at ſup- 
per, Jeſus took bread, and bleſſed, and broke, 


and gave to his diſciples, and ſaid, This 7s my 


Body. And taking the chalice he gave thanks;

of ſins. And when they had ſung a hymn, they

Again, he went the ſecond time and prayed, 
ſaying ; ; O my Father, if this chalice may not 
pals away but I muſt drink it, thy will be done. 
And he cometh again, and findeth them aſleep, 
for their eyes were heavy ; and leaving them, 
he went away again, and he prayed , the third 
time, ſaying the ſame words. Then he cometh 
to his diſciples, and ſaith to them; Sleep on 
now, and take your reſt; behold the hour is at 
hand, and the fon of man ſhall be betrayed in- 
to the hands of ſinners. Riſe, let us go; be- 
hold he is at hand that will betray me. As he 
yet ſpoke, behold Judas one of the twelve came, 
and with him a great multitude with ſwords and 
clubs, ſent from the chief prieſts and the an- 
cients of the people; and he that betrayed him, 
gave them a ſign, ſaying, Whomſoever I ſhall 
kiſs, that is he. hold him faſt.

He hath blaſphemed, what further need have 
we of witneſſes? Behold now you have heard 
the blaſphemy, what think you? but they an- 
ſwering, ſaid, He 1s guilty of death. Then 
did they ſpit in his face, and buffeted him, and 
others ſtruck his face with the palms of their 
hands, ſaying, Prophecy unto us, O Chriſt; 

who is he that ſtruck thee? The traitor Judas is 
noted in another Pſalm, which is taken notice 
of by Peter in the firſt chapter of the Acts. 

© In thoſe days, Peter riſing up in the midſt of 
the brethren, ſaid, (now the number of perſons 
together, was about one hundred and twenty) 
Men brethren, the ſcripture mult needs be fu]- 


filled, which the Holy Ghoſt ſpoke before by 


the mouth of David, concerning Judas, who 

was the leader of them that apprehended Jeſus, 

who was numbered with us, and obtained part

hanged burſt aſunder in the midſt, and all his 
bowels guſhed out; and it became known to 
all the inhabitants of Jeruſalem; ſo that the 
ſame field was called in their tongue Hacelda- 
ma, that is to ſay, the field of blood, as it is 
written in the book of Pſalms; © Let this ha- 
bitation become deſolate, and let there be none 
to dwell therein; and his biſhoprick let another 
take,” which was alloted to Matthias in the 
place of Judas.

When I 
wept, and chaſtened my ſou. with 'afting. that 
was to my reproach. I made ſackcloth alto my

garment; and I became a proverb to them. 
They that ſit in the Gate ſpeak againſt me; 
and I was the ſong of the drunkards. But 
as for me my prayer is unto thee, O Lord, in an 


acceptable time: O God, in the multitude of 
thy mercy hear me, in the truth of thy ſalvation, | 
Deliver me out of the mire, and let me nor 


fink ; let me be delivered from them that hate 


me, and out of the deep waters. Let not the 


water-flood overflow me, neither let the dee 
ſwallow me up; and let not the pit ſhut her 
mouth upon me. Hear me, O Lord; for thy 


loving-kindneſs is good; turn unto me accord- 


ing to the multitude of thy tender mercies ; 
and hide not thy face from thy ſervant; for I am 
in trouble; hear me ſpeedily. Draw nigh unto 
my ſoul, and redeem it; deliver me becauſe of 


my enemies. Thou haſt known my reproach, 


and my ſhame, and my diſhonour ; my adver- 
ſaries are all before thee. Reproach hath broken 
my heart; and I am full of heavineſs. I looked 
for ſome to take pity, but there was none; and 
for comforters, but I found none. They gave 


me alſo gall for my meat; and in my thirſt they 
gave me vinegar to drink, Let their table be- 
come a ſnare before them; and that which

grief of thoſe whom thou haſt wounded. Add 
| Mage to their iniquity; and let them not 
come into thy righteouſneſs. Let them be blot- 
red out of the book of the living, and not be 
written with the righteous. But I am poor and 
ſorrowful; let thy ſalvation, O God, ſet me up 
on high. I will praiſe the name of God with a 
long, "and will magnify him with thankſgiving. 
This alſo ſhall praiſe the Lord better than an 
ox or bullock that hath horns and hoofs. The 
humble ſhall ſee this, and be glad; and your 


heart ſhall live that ſeek God. For the Lord 


heareth the poor, and deſpiſeth not his priſoners, 
Let the heavens and earth praiſe him; the ſeas, 
and every thing that moveth therein.

circumſtances touching the Meſſiah, the hope of 
Iſrael, and expectation of the Gentiles. But 
ſomething more is requiſite ; for Iſracl, though 
oppreſſed, and, as it were, abandoned by her 


God, now near two thouſand years, a_proverb 


in the mouth of every nation, ſtill perſeveres 


in looking and conſidering herſelf the favefite 
people of God, Iwo thouſand years ſervitude 


has ſoftened and made oppreſſion eaſy in ſome 
degree, and what we have been accultomed to 
from our infancy becomes natnral, and we are 
anxious for no other. So on the other hand to 
perſuade the Jews that Jeſus is the Meſſiah, who 
from their infancy they had been taught to a- 
bominate, would be a taſk equally as diſguſtſul 
as thoſe ſet their forefathers by the Egyptians, 
in the time of their bondage. The promiſes of 
the ſcripture prophecies greatly allay and alle- 
viate the unparalelled hardſhips of ſo tedious 


and opprobrious a captivity ; ſcorned and hated 
as a peſt offenſiye to the reſt of our ſpecies. O 


that my eyes were fountains that I might pour 
forth floods of tears without ceaſing, before my 


God, for the miſeries of my people. O Jeruſa- 


lem, Jeruſalem, how are once the delight of the 
Almighty levelled with the duſt, and your chil- 
dren ſifted and ſtigmatized; ſcattered, and 
marked with every infamy throughout all na- 
tions of the earth; left without the leaſt glimmer 

or 


or faint appearance of returning bleſſings from 


our God! tlirael has ſinned, a grievous fin, O 
Lord our God, which has broveht this confu- 
ſion on our puilty heads, but which is hidden 
from our eyes. Yet, my God, Iſrael will not for- 
ſake the covenant you made with our fathers, 
neither will ſhe forget the promiſe you have 
given her, nor give your glory to another. 
[Zxchariah, chap. 8. before Chriſt 518.1] Thus 
ſaith the Lord of Hoſts: © Ir ſhall yet come to 
paſs, that there ſhall come pt Pp and the inha- 
bitants of many cities; and the inhabitants of 
one City ſhall go to another, ſaying. © Let us go 
ſpeedily to pray before the Lord, Sid to ſeek the 
Lord of Hoſts; I will go alſo. Yea, many peo- 

le and ftrong nations, ſhall come to leek the 
Lord of Hoſts in Jeruſalem, and to pray before 
the Lord.” Thus faith the Lord of Hoſts. In 
thofe days it ſhall come to paſs, that ten men 
ſhall take hold out of ell languages of the na- 
tions, even ſhall take hold of the ſkirt of him 
that is a Jew, ſaying, © We will go with you, 
for we have heard that God is with you.” This 
with many other prophecies confirm Iſrael not 
to ſuffer any 1nnovator to ſeduce her, but to 

perſevere in the law of your ſorefa: hers until 
Meſſiah our Prince be manifeſted to the glory 
of his people and confuſion of our foes.

the foal of an aſs, attended by an innumerable 


concourſe of people that had gathered from 
many countries to the great feſtival with great 


acclamations. Henan to the ſon of David, 


bleſſed is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord, Hoſanna in the higheſt, This multi- 
tude was egged by a ſtrange miracle he per- 
formed a few days before, in the preſence of 
many perſons; raiſing one Lazarus, after being 
in the grave ſome days. Theſe matters are en- 
rolled by the evangeliſts, with a thouſand other 
extraordinary events, which Iſrael has ever at- 
tributed to colluſion and art magic. Iſrael is too 


cloſely and powerfully linked and attached to 


her Meſſiah, Lord of Lords, and King of 
Kings, the High and glorious Prince, tranſcen- 
ding all who have been ſeated on the throne, 


or wore the diadem of Majeſty, to conſent, 


even by thought, to favour one ſhe condemned 
by an impartial proceſs, for aſſuming that ſa- 


cred character, to retract, or be cajoled, from 
the upright ſentence paſſed ; this by no means 


WIll, or can, lirael be induced to do. 
Meſſiah Great and Glorious, whoſe ſphere is 


Majeſty, kings and princes compoſe his train, 


and nations lick up the duſt before him. Jeſus, 


poor and abject, ns in lurking holes, ac- 


"companied 


re 
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companied by fiſhers, publicans, and other va- 
grants of the peſtiferous ſcum. Can the glory 
of the one be transferred to the other? Licht 
and darkneſs are oppoſites, which the two cha- 
racters before us bear the moſt faithful reſem- 
blance. 

Boy. You have declared the cauſe, or quality, 
that has entailed unremiited miſery, for near 
two thouland years, on the people of the Jews, 
not leaving a veſtige or leaſt appearance of al- 
leviation; which cauſe, or quality, is infuſed 
or animated by pride and vain-glory, clouds 
and darkens the ſoul, and Prevents the diſplay 
of reaſon ; the fruits are purely terreſtrial, nei- 
ther can we be at a Joſs to account for this 
ſtrange infatuation, when we oblerve the 
icourge continually exerciſed upon that people 
for their obduracy, even from that memorables 


epoch of their unrelenting villainy to their bro- 


ther Joſeph, in reſolving his death, through 


envy and hatred. The icriptures are one con- 


tinued chain of threatenings and chaſtiſements, 
and which has come down to us, your own 
ſpeech gives evidence. Which of the prophets 
have you not calumniated, harraſſed, and put 
to death, laſt of all your Meftiah ? and, altho' 
near two thouſand years, your rancour and thirtt 
of blood ſpeaks the malignity of your imbittered 
heart, againſt whom, your Father, your Lord, 
and your God. The cauſe, his maniteſting 
bimſelf in a meek and humble ſtate, and F 5 


_ grading himſelf even to the mott diſeraceful. 


death of ihe Croſs, as a common malefactor, 
betwixt two thieves, Why this humiliation ? 
| to 
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to place himſelf the barrier betwixt the offend- 
ed Deity and his criminal creature. Who were 
his executioners? Theſe criminals, for whom 
he died, his choſen. What were the manner 


of his death ? The princes and ancients of his 


favorite nation, through envy and malice, plot- 
ted and bribed one of his ſelect friends to be- 
tray him, for thirty pieces of filver ; and when 
their priſoner ſpent the night in calumniating, 
buffeting, blaſpheming, ſpitting in his face, 
and inſulting 155 with every affront their 
bloody minds could invent. How ended this 


_ tragical ſcene? In the morning he was taken 


to tne heathen, Pilate, and infifted to have him 
crucified. Was he proved guilty of any of- 


fence? So far from being even derided by the. 


judge, though heathen, that he uſed every per: 
ſualive argument to wreſt him from your ma- 
lice; ſo far, that when he found you were not 
to be gained upon, he declared himſelf inno- 
cent from the blood of that Juſt Man. You 
even carried your perfidy to the choice of a 
common thief rather than not be of that in— 
veterate and invidious temper, or ſpirit, which 


actuated without controul your fathers againſt 
your God, and his ſervants, the prophets. But 
in this Jaſt tragedy you have outſtript them; 
you are guilty of Deicide, for which crime that 


unparalelled malediction remains unabated on 


the whole nation of the Jews, as is obvious 


to the world at this day. What was done to 
the Meſſiah when Pilate paſſed ſentence of 
death, though at the ſame time teſtified his in- 


nocence? He was taken into the governor's Hall, 
cloathed 


„ 
cloathed with a garment, crowned wich thorns, 
and many other inſults, and derided as a mock 
king, as he was a few hours before by Herod 
and his court. He was alſo tied to a pillar, 
and moſt inhumanly mangled, as was alſo dune 
a little before by Pilate, with a view to appeaſe 


the obduracy of the Jews, to ſave his life. When 


he had paſſed through. various ſufferings 1n the 
hall of Pilate, you loaded him with the gibber 
on which he was to make his exit. Your in- 
ſults accompanied to the place of execution, 
when your obduracy, having no bounds, nailed 


him through his hands and fret to the gibbet, 


then raiſing him in the air to the world, pro- 
claimed yourſelves the moſt abandoned and 
wicked men, leazued in the moſt atrocious and 
infamous perfidy with the fiends of darkneſs; 
and during this bloody ſpectacle you continued 
your inſults, your chief prieſts and ancients 
mixing in the common mob, deriding and re- 
viling him, offering vinegar, w ith. gall, to 
quench his thirſt; nay, after his death, his ſide 
was opened by a ſpear, piercing into bis heart, 
to prevent his return to life. Every tranſaction 
throughout this bloody {cene do we obſerve 
the fulfill:ng and accompliſhing tome prophecy. 
We have compared, as we have proceeded, the 
prophecies relating to the dea'h of the Met. 
fiah, with the particular circumſtances re- 
lating, at the deach of Chriſt, and find the 
whole, as you acknowledge, perfectly correſ- 
pond with each other, "You will take this 
caution, that many prophecies, expreſſing the 
reſtoration of Iſrael, were before the captivities 
Ls el. her 
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either Aſſyrian or Babylonian; others in the 


time of their captivity which prophecies were 


accompliſhed and fulfilled on their re-peopling 
Paleſtine, and during the time of their ſecond 


temple. Your ſcriptures parieularly mention 


that your ſecond temple would be more glori- 
ous than your firft, and ſhould be honoured 
with the manifeſtation of the MeMah. Under 
Herod the great, your temple was magnifi- 
cently beautified, he being a politick prince, 


knowing how tenacious the Jews were for their 


own princes, their expectation of the Meſſiah, 


himſelf an alien; reſolved to gratify their pre- 


dominant paſſion, the thirſt for earthly pomp 
and greatneſs, the temple he neither ſpared art, 
nor expence, to complete it a wonder, He 
built many cities, and towns, and laid out im— 
menſe treafures, not only to make Paleſtine the 
garden of delights, but his munificence paſſed 
into other countries, he being a favorite and fait 


friend of Auguſtus, then emperor of the Roman 


empire, which at that period was in its meridi- 
an, and in profound peace, gave Herod every 


advantage to execute the great and noble pro- 


jects, that were done at that epoch. By this 


refined policy of king Herod every wiſh ſuc- 


ceeded, ſo that Jeruſalem ſeemed the centre to 
which all nations reſorted and number of 


ſelytes made. Cities, towns and inhabitants in 
the kingdom of Judah were innumerable, 
which awed the Romans, and at the death of 
Herod the Great, it was thought too powerful 


to be placed under one crown, and was there- 
fore divided. It is worthy your attention to 


conſider 


1 
conſider the ſpace, or time, that intervened 
betwixt the Babylonian captivity to that of the 
Romans, which you will find to be from the 
date of Darius's -decree, five hundred and 
ninety, or near ſix hundred years; and from 
the finiſhing the ſecond tempie, to 1ts being 
deſtroyed, five hundre'i, eighty-five or there- 


abouts, in which long ſpace many prophecies 


that you are perplexed and flattered by, ima- 
gining, they relate, as the chapter in Zachariah 
you laſt quoted, to the joyful return of your 
nation from your preſent captivity, related to 
the return from the Babylonian. Zachariah 
prophecied, at the very time of the Jews re- 
turning this and many other pl-afing promiſes, 

on which you build your hopes, went no fur- 
ther than to the putting your Melſhah to death, 


and others are gracious promiles to the Meſſiah 


and thoſe of the new covenant. Sore prophe- 
cies give us hopes that near the end, Iſrael will 
be converted when Chriſt will manifelt himſelf. 
Zachariah 12th chapter, © And I will pour up- 
on the houte of David, and upon the inabitants 
of Jeruſalem the ſpirit of grace and of ſuppli- 
cations, and they ſhall look upon me hom 
they have pierced, and they ſhail mourn for 
him, as one mourneth for his only fon, and 
Mall be in bitterneſs for him, as one that is in 
bitterneſs for his firſt-born. In that day hall 
there be a great mourning in Jeruſalem, as the 


mourning of Hadadrimmon 1n the valley of 


Migiddon. And the land ſhal! mourn, every 
family apart, and their wives apart; all the 
families apart, and their wives apart.“ In the 
fol-

following chapter. And one ſhall ſay unte 

him, What are theſe wounds in thy hands? 

then he ſhall anſwer, Thoſe with which I was 
wounded in the houſe of my friends. Awake, 


0 ſword, againſt my ſhepherd, and againſt the 


man that is my fellow, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts: 


Smite the ſhepherd, and the ſheep ſhall be ſcat-

Moſes. Who has Iſrael pierced but Jeſus 
Chriſt, who can the Lord of Hoſts call his 
Fellow or Equal, but Meſhah ? whoſe hands 
did Iſrael wound, Jeſus Chriſt, and alſo his feet, 
O miſery, miſery, 
my heart ſickens, and as a cold hand preſſing in- 
to a clod of death, my mind feels loſt in the 
dark region of woe. My forrows redouble 
your force, overpower and place me where no 


comfort can be admitted, but be expoſed im- 


precated and feel malicious inſults, ceaſeleſs, 
from thoſe fiends, whoſe infernal gall againſt 
my God, I have ſo deeply drank. O dark hor- 
ror of black deſpair, wreak vengeance on my 
guilty head. O my ſoul, can you look even 


by diſtant thought on your God, that you have 
pierced, and, if it were poſſible, not only robbed

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robbed him of human life, but his Godhead. 

1 ſhudder and find dark deſpair cloud my rea- 
ſon, offering the baneful cup, which, ſhould I 
take, it would be a freſh inſult to that God at 
whoſ: dread tribunal I now ſtand arraigned. 

The cup 1 mean is death. O my God, my 
Lord, that from my remembrance I have been 
inſulting with one continued inſult, by a rooted 
hatred, impreſſed and imbibed from my parents, 
and which was handed from the perpretrators of 
the bloody act, in perpetual ſucceſſion, thryugh 
our generations, to us now living; grant the 
ſcourge may not ſpare the wretch, who, tho' 


nor the immediate perpetrator of the horrid. 


deed, yet gave place and nouriſhed, not only 
in nis own, but in thouſands of hearts, the 
gall of hatred and blaſphemy againſt our God 
and Father. But do not permit me to offer any 
any farther inſult, more particularly the heinous 
crime of the Traitor Judas, in deftroying the 
life you created, after che crime he ſtands 
charged Jong before by the prophecy of Jere- 
miah, as we took notice, and then farther fore- 
warned and ſet forth by Zachariah in the 11th 
chapter, which takes in the treaſon of Judas 
and reprobation of the Jews (518 years be- 
fore Chriſt), “ Open the doors, O Lebanon, 
that the fire may devour thy cedars. Howl, 
fir-tree; for the cedar is fallen; becauſe che 
mighty is ſpoiled : how], O ye oaks of Baſhan, 
for the foreſt of the vintage 1s come down, 
There is a voice of the howling of the ſhep- 
herds; for their glory is ſpoiled : a voice of 
the roaring of young lions; for the pride of

Jordan 1s ſpoiled.“ Thus ſaith the Lord thy 
God, Feed the flock of the ſlaughter, whoſe 


poſſeſſors ſlay them and hold themſelves not 


guilty ; and they that ſell them ſay, Bleſſed be 
the Lord, for I am rich, and their own ſhep- 
herds pity them not. For I will no more pity 
the inhabitants of the land, ſaith the Lord, but 


I will deliver the men every one into his neigh- 


bour's hand, and into the hand of his king, 
and they ſhall ſmite the land, and out of their 


hand I will not deliver them. And I will feed 
the flock of ſlaughter, ven you, O poor of the 
flock.

their laws in pieces. Woe to the idol ſhep- 
herd that leaveth the flock ! the ſword ſhall ho 
upon his arm, and upon his right eye; his arm 
ſhall be clean dried up, and his right eye ſhall 
be utterly darkened. 

O my God, from the day Iſrael rejected you, 
ſhe has drank the waters of afffiction, from the 
day of her captivity, under Titus, her arm re- 
mains dried up. She is no more a nation, but 


a vagabond obnoxious, an alien, (as Cain after 
imbruirig his hands in his brother's blood) 


whoever ſees her may kill her; ſhe has no re- 
medy in herſelf, having neither civil or mili- 


tary force, nor power, either to compel others, 


or defend herſelf. Her arm is truly withered 
and dried up. Iſrael's eye is alſo darkened, the 
veil is over ber eyes, until now, ſhe knows not, 


that ſhe is guilty of a crime ſo far more heinous 


than Cain's, as you, my Lord, in dignity, are 
more worthy than Abel. Cain confeſſed his 


guilt with the juſtice and equity of the law of 
retaliation. Geneſis 4th chpater, I ſhall be a fu- 


gitive and a vagabond in the earth; and it ſhall 
come to paſs, that every one chat findeth me 
ſhall lay me. But Iſrael has not only dipped 
her hand in the blood of her brother, which

would have been upon an equality with Cain's 


murder, ſhe has put to death, after uſing every 
degradation, inſults, the moſt atrocious calum- 
nies, buffets, ſpitting in his face, ſcourgings, 
mockings, and whatever her malice could in- 
vent, the Lord of life, the Chriſt of God, her 
Lord and her God. But as if her Lord was not 
ſufficiently degraded, they contrived the moſt ig- 


nominious and painful death, and placed him 


naked betwixt two thieves. I heir diſcourſe of 


him was, attributing his miracles and the won— 


ders that he daily laid before them to Satan, 
who, ſay they, aſſiſts this ſeducer, to raiſe ſe— 
ditions and draw the multitude from their duty 
to the law of our fathers, and allegiance to 


Cæſar; by which means, if we let him go on, 


we ſhall be of no reſpect, and the Romans will 
deſtroy our nation. This vindictive ſpirit, re- 


vengeful in the extreme, blaſpheming that very 
God that was ſo long, and through all the pro- 


phecies pointed out circumſtantially to them, 
accepting the robber Barabbas in preference, 
demanding not his death alone, but that his 


blood ſhould be on herſelf and children, as the 
prophet Iſaias forewarned her, ſaying, Go to 


this people, and ſay to them, with the ear you 
hall hear, and ſhall not underſtand ; and ſeeing 


you ſhall ſee, and ſhall not perceive. For the 


heart of this people 1s grown groſs, and with 
their cars have they heard heavily, and' their 
eyes they have ſhut, leſt, perhaps, they ſhould 
ſee with their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and underſtand with their heart, and ſhould be 


converted, and I ſhould heal them. O my 


God,

God, to the confuſion of our nation this pro” 
pheſy of blindneſs, deafneſs, ignorance and ob- 
duracy, remain unabated unti! this day, ac- 
cording to the teſtimony of your ſervant Moſes, 
our law-giver, in the following words; * And 
the Lord thy God ſhall raiſe you up a prophet 
of your own brethren like unto me, him ſhall 
you hear, and it ſhall come to paſs, that every 
foul that will not hear that prophet to do what- 
ſoever he commandeth them, ſhall be cut off 
from bis people.“ The completion of theſe 
prophecies is evidenced and have been verified 
from the deſtruction of our temple and city. 
And, according to our prophet Daniel gth 
chapter, (before Chriſt 534 years) for rejecting 
and putting to death the Meſſiah. This heavy 
walediction ſhould remain in our nation, and 
points out the time of this bloody cataſtrophe 
diſcloſed by the angel Gabriel, 8 
400 years before Chriſt. Seventy weeks are 
determined upon thy people, and upon thy holy 
city, to finiſn the tranſgreſſion, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring in ever- 
laſting righteouſneſs, and to ſeal up the viſion 
and prophecy, and to anoint the moſt holy. 
Know, therefore, and underſtand, that from 
the going forth of the commandment to reſtore 
and to build Jeruſalem unto the Meſſiah the

Boy. Before Chriſt 520 years. In the ſeventh 
month, in the one and twentieth day (ſecond 
year of Darius) came the word of the Lord by 
the prophet Haggai, ſaying, Speak now to 
Zerubbabel, ſon of Shealtiel, governor of Ju- 


dah, and to Joſhua, the ſon of Joſedech, the 


high- -prieſt, and to the reſidue of the people, 
ſaying, Who 1s left among you that faw this 
houſe in her firſt glory? is it not in your eyes 
in compariſon of it as nothing? yet, now be 
ſtrong, O Zerubbabel, ſaith the Lord; and be 
ſtrong, O Joſhua, fon of Joſedech, the high- 

prieſt; and be ſtrong, all ye people of the land, 
ſaith the Lord, and work; for J am with you, 
ſaith the Lord of Hoſts, according to the word 
that 1 covenanted with you when ye came out 
of Egypt; ſo my ſpirit remaineth among you, 
fear ye not. For thus ſaith the Lord of Hoſts, 
Yet once, it is a little while, and I will ſhake 


the heavens and the earth, and the ſun, and the 
dry land; and! will ſhake all nations, and the 


deſire of. all nations ſhall come; and I will 


fill this houſe with glory, ſaith the Lord of 


Hoſts, The r is mine, and the gold is 
mine, 
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mine, faith the Lord of Hoſts. The glory of 
this latter houſe ſhall be greater than of the 
former, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts; and in this 
place will I give peace, faith the Lord of Hoſts, 
Ezra 6th chapter. Theſe are your words, O 
Lord; your temple. was built and finiſhed on 
the third day of the month Adar, which was in 
the fixth year of Darius the king, and facri- 
fice was offered for the ſpace of five hundred 
years, until it was deſtroyed by the Romans un- 
der Titus. In this temple, O my God, you 
fulfilled and accompliſhed vour determined de- 
cree, promiſed man at the fall of our firſt pa- 


rents, made ſure to Abraham that in his ſeed all 
the nations of the earth ſhould be bleſſed, you

phant]ly ſeated on the right-hand of the infinite 
Majeſty, reprobation of your enemies, and eter- 
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nal felicity of the Ele&. The Pſalmiſt prophe. 
cies alſo of the chriſtian ſacrifice and office of 
prieſthood in the new covenant, after the ſimili- 
tude of Melchiſedech, whoſe offering was bread 
and wine. From this ra, the prophets, heralds, 
of thee, O Great King and Lord of the Univerſe, 
proclaim the great day of ſalvation, in which you 
would manifeſt yourſelf in human fl ſh taken 
from a virgin. (Before Chriſt 742.) 17th chapter 
of ifaiat, © Behold, a virgin ſhall conceive and 
bear a ſon, and ſhall call his name Immanuel, 
that is, God with us.“ gth chap. “ For unto vs 
a child is born, a ſon is given; ard the govern- 
ment ſhall be upon his ſhoulter; and his name 
ſhall be called Wonderful, Counſellor, the 
Mighty God, the Everiaſting Father, the Prince 
of Peace. Of the increaſe of his government and 
peace there ſhall be no end, upon the throne of 
David and upon his kingdom to order it, and 
to eſtabliſh it with judgment and with juſtice, 
from henceforth even for ever. The zeal of the 
Lord of Hoſts will perform this.“ St. Luke iſt. 
chapter. And in the ſixth month from the 
conception of St. John the Baptiſt, the angel 
Gabriel was ſent from God into a city o Galt- 
lee, called Nazareth, to a virgin 1 elpouled to a 
man whoſe name was Joleph, of the houſe of 
David; and the virgin's name was Mary, Ard 
the angel being come in, 1a:d to her: Hail, full 
of grace, the Lord is with thee; bleſſed art 
thou among women. And when ſhe had heard, 
ſhe was troubled at his ſaying, and thought 
with herſelf, what manner of {:lutation this 
ſhould be. And the angel ſaid to her: Fear not,

name Jeſus. He al be great, and ſhall be 
called the ſon of the Moſt High; and the Lord 


God ſhall give unto Him the thiöge of David 


his father; and he ſhail reign in the houſc of 
Jacob for ever. And of bis kingdom there e 
be no end. And Mary ſaid to the 7 angel: Flow 
mall this be done, bec auſe I know not man? 
And the angel anſwering, ſaid to her; The 0 7 

3noſt ſha U come upon thee, and the power of 
the Moſt High Gall over-ſhadow thee; and 
therefore the Holy which ſhali be born of 
rhee, ſhall be called the Son of God. And, 
behold, thy couſin Elizabeth ſhe hath alſo con- 


ceived a ſon in her old age; and this is the fxth 


month with her that is call ed barien, becauſe 
no word ſhall be impoſſible with Cod And 
Mary ſaid; * Behold the hand-maid of the Lord, 


be 1t done to me ACCOT: 1iNg to thy word. And 


the angel departed from her.“ Iſalah 40% Chap. 
2 Com* ort ve, comfort ye inv people, faith your 
God; ſpeak ye co: nfortably to Jeruſalem, and 
cry unto her, that r her wartar - is act om plithe qd. 
that her iuqu ty is pardd ned; 105 e hath re- 
ce ved of the Lord's hand, double for all her 


ins. The voice of him that cr:eth in the wiider- 
nels, Drena: >" ye the way of: the Lord, make 
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vealed, and all fleſh ſhall ſee the ſalvation of 
God; for the mouth of the Lord has ſpoken it.” 
Luke the 3d chapter.“ Now in the fifteenth 
year of the reign of Tiberius Cæſar, Pontius 
Pilate being governor of Judea, and Herod be- 


ing tetrarch of Galilee, and Philip his brother 
1etrarch of Iturca, and the country of Trachoni- 
tis, Lyſanias tetrarch of Abilina, under the high 
prieſts Annas and Caiphas; the word of the 
Lord came to John, the ſon of Zachary, in the 


deſart; and he came into all the country about 
the Jordan, preaching the baptiſm of penance 
for the remiſſion of ſins; as it is written in the 
book of the words of Iſaiah the prophet; a voice 
of one crying in the wilderneſs; Prepare ye the 


way of the Lord; make his paths ſtraight. 


Every valley ſhall be filled; and every moun- 
rain and hill ſhall be brought low; and the 


crooked ſhall be made ſtraight, and the rough 
ways plain; and all fleſh ſhall ſee the ſalvation 


of God. He ſaid therefore to the multitudes 
that came to be baptized by him; © Ye offspring 


of vipers, who hath ſhewed you to flee from the | 


wrath ta come? Bring forth therefore fruit 
worthy of penance, and do not begin to ſay, 
We have Abraham for our father.“ For I fay 
to you, that God is able of theſe ſtones to raile 
vp children to Abraham. For now the axe is laid 
to the roots of the trees. Every tree therefore 


that bringeth not forth good fruit, ſhall be cut - 


down, and caſt into the fire. The office and 
character of St. John was by the angel Gabriel 
announced to Zachary, as you will ſee in the 1ſt 
chapter of the fame Evangeliſt, But the angel 


fad 
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id to him, Fear not, Zachary, for thy prayer 
is heard; and thy wife Elizabeth ſhall bear thee 


a ſon, and thou ſhalt call his name John; and 
thou ſhalt have joy and gladneſs, and many 


ſhall rejoice at his birth. For he ſhall be great 


before the Lord; and ſhall drink no wine, nor 


ſtrong drink; and he ſhall be filled with the 
Holy Ghoſt, even from his mother's womb: 


and he ſhall convert many of the children of 
Iſrael to the Lord their God: and he ſhall go 

before him in the ſpirit and power of Elias, that 
he may turn the hearts of the fathers to the chil- 
dren, and the incredulous to the wiſdom of the 
juſt, to prepare for the Lord a perfect people.” 


43 [faiah 11th chapter. © And there ſhall come 


forth a rod out of the ſtem of Jeſſe, and a branch 
ſhall grow out of his roots. And the ſpirit of the 
Lord ſhall reſt upon him, the ſpirit of wiſdom 
and underſtanding, the ſpirit of council and 
might, the ſpirit of knowledge, and ihe fear of 
the Lord; and ſhall make him of quick under- 
ſtanding in the fear of the Lord: and he ſhall 

not judge after the fight of his eyes, neither re- 
prove after the hearing of his cars: But with 


righteouſneſs ſhall he judge the poor, and re- 
prove with equity for the meek of the earth: and 


he ſhall ſmite the earth with the rod of his mouth, 
and with the breath of his lips ſhall he ſlay the 
wicked. And righrcouſnels ſhall be the girdle 


of his loins, and faithfulneſs the girdije of his 
reins. (Before Chriſt 606.) Jeremiah 3ſt. chap. 


*© How long wilt thou go about, O thou back- 


ſliding daughter! ? for the Lord hath created a 


new e thing in the earth, a woman ſhall compaſs 
| a man. 
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a man. And in the 334 chapter. Behold the 
days come faith the Lord, that I will raiſe unto 
David a righteous Branch, and a King ſhall 
reign and profper, and ſhall execute judgment 
and juſtice in the earth, In thy days Judah 
ſhall be ſaved, and lfſracl ſhall dwell ſafely : 
and this is his name whereby he ſhall be 
called, Ihe Lord our Righteouſneſs. Be- 
fore Chriſt 519. Zachariah ad chapter. Hear 
now, O Joſhua, the high- prieſt, thou, and thy 
fellows that ſit before thee, for they are men 
wondered at; for, behold, I will bring forth 
my ſervant the Branch: for behold the ſtone 
that I have laid before Joſhua, upon one ſtone 
mall be ſeven eyes: behold, 1 will engrave the 
graving thereof, faith the Lord of Hoſts, and 
1 will remove the iniquity of that land in one 
| day. 

Tour great law-giver, Moſes, in his book 
of Numbers, 24th chapter, relates Balaam's 
prophecy, in which the Meſſiah is clearly refer- 
red to. I ſhall ſee him, but not now; I ſhall 
behold him, but not blah; there ſhall come a 
{tar out of. Jacob, and a ſcepire ſhall riſe out of 
Iſrael. This prophecy, with the prophecy of 
Jeremiah, 21ſt chapter. Thus {faith the Lord, 
A voice was heard in Ramah, lamentation and 
bitter weeping; Rachel weeping for her chil— 
dren, refuſed to be comforted. Allo, Micah, 
5th chapter. Now gather thyſelf in troops, O 
. of troops; he hath laid ſiege againſt 

us, they ſhall ſwite the judge of [frac] with 2 
rod upon the check. But thou Bethlehem 
Ephratah, thovgh thou be little among the 

thoutands

thouſands of Judah, yet out of thee ſhall He 
come forth unto me that is to be ruler in [frac], 
whoſe goings forih have been from of old, 
from everlaſting. Theſe ſeveral prophect:s are 
taken notice of in the 2d chapter of St. Mat- 
thew, accompliſhed 1n the nerſon of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, Now, when Jeſus was born in 
Bethlehem of Juda, in the days of king Herod, 
behold there came wiſe men from the Eaſt to 
Jeruſalem, faying, Where is he that is born 
King of the Jews? for we have ſeen His Star 


in the Fat, and are come to adore Him. And 


king Liered hearing this, was troubled, and 
all Jerulalem with him; and aſſembling toge- 


ther all the chief prieſts and the ſcribes of the 


people, he enquired of them where Chriſt 


ſhould be born. But they ſaid to him; in 


Bethlehem of Judah. For fo it is rieren by 
the prophet; And thou, Bethlehem, the land 
of Judah, art not the leaſt 2 among the princes 
of Judah; for out of thee ſhall come for:h the 
ruler that ſhall rule my people Iſrael. Then 
Herod calling the wiſe men, enquired of them 
diligently che time of the Star's appearing to 
them; and ſending them into Bethlehem, ſaid, 
Go and ſearch diligently after the Child, and 
when you have found: him, bring me word 
again, that I alſo may come and 1 him. 


And when they had heard the bing, they went 


their way; and behold, the Star which they had 
ſeen in the Eaſt, went before them, until it 
came and ſtood over where the Child was. And 
ſeeing the flar, they re Joiced with exceeding 
great joy. And going into the houle, they f found 
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the Child, with Mary his Mother, and falling 
down they adored Him; and opening their 
treaſures, they offered him gifts; gold, fran- 
kincenſe and myrrh. And having received an 
anſwer in ſleep that they ſhould not return to 
Herod, they went back another way into their 
country. And after they were departed, be- 
hold an angel of the Lord appeared in ſleep to |} 
Joſeph, ſaying, Ariſe, and take the Child and 
his mother, and fly into Egypt, and be there 
until I ſhall tell thee; for it will come to paſs | 
that Herod will ſeek the child to deſtroy him, 
and he aroſe and took the child and his mother 
by night, and retired into Egypt, and he was | 
there until the death of Herod, that the word 
might be fulfilled which the Lord ſpoke by the 
Prophet, ſaying, Out of Epypt have I called 
my ſon. Then Herod, perceiving that he was 
deluded by the wiſe men, was exceeding angry, 
and ſending killed all the male children that 
were in Bethlehem, and in all the borders there- 
of, from two years old and under, according to 
the time he had diligently enquired of the wiſe 
men. Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken 
by Jeremias the prophet, ſaying, A voice in 
Rama wes neard, lamentation, and great mourn- 
ine; Rachel bewailing her children, and would 
not be comſorted, becauſe they are not. But 
when Herod was dead, behold an angel of the | 
Lord appeared in ſleep to Joſeph in Egypt, ſay- 
ing, Ariſe, and take the Child and his Mother, | 
and go into the land of Iſrael, for they are dead 
that fought the life of the Child. And he aroſe, 
and took the Child and his Mother, and came 
into 


VCC 
into the land of Iſrael, But hearing that Ar- 
chelaus reigned in Judea, in the room of He- 


rod, his Father, he was afraid to go thither, 


and being warned in ſleep, he turned aſide in- 
to the quarters of Galilee. And he came and 
dwelt in a city called Nazareth, that what was 
ſaid by the prophets might be fulfilled, He 
ſhall be called a Nazarene. The Ethiopians, 
in their liturgy, and the Greeks, in their ca- 
lendar, count fourteen thouſand children maſ- 
facred by Herod, in order to deprive the Meſ- 
ſiah of life, and infure to himſelf the kingdom. 

Moſes. The Almighty has been pleated to 
ſhew mercy to me by you. I am convinced 
that Jeſus Chriſt is Meſſiah ; we will, therefore, 
cloſe this conference, and beg you will favour 
me, as ſoon as poſſible, to inveſtigate the two 
Covenants. 

Rabbi Moſes prays the favour of the Anci- 


ents and Rulers, his brethren, at his houſe to- 


morrow morning, at 10 o'clock, to inveſtigate 
impartially the rights and privileges of the 
chriſtian church, in relation to her pretenſions 
and claim to the covenant of the Meſſiah, or 
new law. He farther begs, that they will ma- 
turely conſider, and with deliberation: weigh 
and digelt a matter of the firſt magnitude, chat 
it may be diſcuſſed without retardment, with 
benignity and candar, by the uncrring rule of 
ſcripture and reaſon. The motive that induces 


Rabbi Moſes to make this requeſt, is, the con- 


viction he feels of the harmony and perfect 
concordance of the two ſcriptures, the fulfilling 
and completion of the old law and prophecies, 

in

in the new or law of Chriſt; fo that the tranfla- 
tion of the Jewiſh or firſt covenant transferred 
and made over to the new, is clcar and abſo- 
lute, and which with out controul has been in 
the pofleſſion of the chriftian church from its 
inſtirution or commencement as we obſerve it 
this day. 

Rulers and Fathers of the Jews to Rabbi 
Moſes. Dear Brother, your citation we ſhall 
aitend and doubt not of convincing and efface 
from your mind, that gloomy, diſmal, obſcure, 
irrational, inglorious, and diabolical Jargon, 
imperceptibly, injected, by two old heretical 
miniſters, Luther and Calvin, one a parſon the 
other an elder, of time-ſcrving [c&s; whoſe 
irrational, contradictory, vague, and ironical, 
ideas, mixed diſorderly, with luſt, and impiety, 
the effluvia communicating, the venomous ma- 
lignant particles, or quality, to your ſcatter- 
ed thoughts, {c1zed, ſeduced, bound and made 
captive "thoſe looſe and weightleſs notions in— 
herent in man, particularly when the intellec- 
tual faculties or organs have loſt their force, 
ſprightlineſs, and powers through age, worn 
out, mou.dered, decayed, and worm-eaten by 
long uſe, aſſiduity, and in the laſt ſtage of de- 
crepitude, nay, fcarce a body dilcernible, a 
ſhadow, phantom, ſpectre, or fancied viſion. 
We notice from whence your chimera took its 
riſe, from which maggot you would not only 
reprobate your nation "(from the inſtitution cf 
of the chriſtian ſeduction), you alfo wiſh to in- 
jure and deſtioy her exiſtence, forming in idea, 
the firft covenant of the Jews to this ſimile of 

| an 
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an egg, ſay you, the egg-ſhell is abſolutely 
needful, and cannot be diſpenſed with, in or- 


der to encompaſs and ſuſtain the fruit or virtue 


within, until it is removed ; which once accom- 
pliſhed, the ſhell being no longer neceſſary, is 
either burned or thrown on the duoghtl and re- 


jected. So the Jewiſh covenant was proper and 


adviſeable, as the Meſſiah had allotted, to take 
his human nature from the poſterity of Abra— 
ham. But when the Fabric or grand Edifice 
was manifeſted and finiſned, the ſcaffold being 
no longer needful, but an impediment or eye- 
ſore, was removed, and is extinct, aboliſhed, 
and crumbled into its original infignificance, 
and the virtue, force, or contract, transformed, 
removed, ſet over, and transferred to the ſecond 
or chriſtian covenant, the church of Chriſt, 


according to your logic or theology, the Jewiſh 


covenant is become a dried egg-ſhell, ſkeleton, 
correſponding to the dry-bones in the valley of 
Jehoſephat, as the prophecy of Ezekiel marks 
out, and as the ſame prophet tell us was re- 
vived by the ſecond covenant for which you 
contend to be the church of Chriſt, 1o-mor- 
row at ten we truſt, by unanſwerable reaſoning, 
and laws of our Fathers, to remove your doubts.

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FIFTEENTH CONFERENCE. 
Moſes, Boy, Rulers, and Notaries. 


Rulers. HAT venerable name of Rabbi 
| we ſtill hope to prevent your re- 
probating, and that by our remonſtrance you 
will ftill perſevere and preſerve the ſacred cha- 
racter of Doctor, and with your noted zeal con- 
tinue (the remains of an unblemiſhed life) to 
inculcate Iſrael in the law of our fathers, Rr 
ſet at nought the chriſtian hereſy, which has 
been for eighteen centuries the bane or de- 
ſtruction of our nation. 
MoJes. In what conſiſts the chriſtian hereſy ? 
Ralers. Jeſus their Head, being a Jew, fore- 
cloſed the law of his fathers, and ſet up a no- 
velty unknown to Iſrael. This noveliſt, tho 
of mean parentage, and unlearned, by an un- 
known influence, over-ruled our deckors and 
chief men, who, finding their laws and tradi- 
tion trampled on, themſelves deſpiſed, and 
the whole world in crowds ſwarming to his diſ- 
courſes, the ſtupendous and aſtoniſhing mi- 
racles which he repeatedly performed, with art 
magic came to the reſolution of bringing him 
to condign puniſhment, which they effected in 
his moſt ignominious death, in order to unde- 
ceive and convince the deluded populace of 
their error, in ſuppoſing him the Meſſiah, that 
being the time Iſrael expected his glorious ma- 
nifeſtation and their deliverance from the Ro- 
man yoke, which they then groaned . 
oy, 
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Boy. Was the complaint removed when the 
Jews effected this bloody tragedy ? 
Rulers. It was not. For, during a three 


years miſſion, he had ſo far inculcated and im- 


proved his diſciples in his maxims and ſecrets, 
that preſently after his crucifixion, they became 


a formidable part of the Jewiſh nation, and 


then ſpread themſelves among the heathen, as 


a cancer eating out old opinions and inſtillin 

their new hereſy, reſtleſs to the laſt degree (as 
Alexander) labouring to bring the univerſe un- 
der the chriſtian banner. F. And though the 


whole force of the Roman empire was employ- 


ed three hundred years to root up this impious 


ſect, yet, we find the emperor Conſtantine 
planting and erecting this very ſtandard F with 
the higheſt encomiums in the moſt reſpectable 


place of the capitol; and from thence forward 
this ugly ſign has been revered, to Iſrael's de- 


ſtruction, as we are witneſſes. 
Moſes. What cauſe could influence the world 


like an impetuous torrent from all parts to run 
with inſatiable and greedy delight, to gaze with 
unremitted deſire on the object of their wiſnes? 


Rulers, This queſtion will not be a difficult 
query, if we reflect that ſcarce an hour paſſed 
but ſome nuracle or cure was effected. The 
blind received their ſight, the deaf heard, the 
lame walked, the dumb ſpoke, thoſe poſſeſſed 
were healed, the dead raiſed, and many other 


wonders too numerous to be dwelt upon, which 


being above the common laws of nature, be- 
witched the giddy multitude and raviſhed them 


from the law and commandments. Had the 
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evil ceaſed with Jeſus, no doubt a few days 
would have ſunk the matter in oblivion; but 
unluckily the poiſon was deeply rooted, ſo that 
to this day the venom cannot be extracted. Pe- 
ter and his atlociates, by ſtratagem, a few days 
after the deceaſe of their Meſſiah, pretending 
they were inſpired from above, ſpoke (though 
unlettered) every language, ſo that the rabble 
were aſtoniſhed to hear theſe Galileans ſpeak to 
them 1n their native tongue. They influenced 
the unpoliſhed multitude, as their leader had 
done, curing all diſeaſes, the very ſhadow of 
Peter, the mob was perſuaded, had this virtue, 
Thoſe in power arraigned them, and inflicted 
ſtripes to rid them of their madneſs, which they 
embraced with joy and firmneſs. They were 
impriſoned, but when releaſed (by no one 
knows what ſpirit) found the more obdurate 
and impenitent, and daily enlarging, that both 
Jews and Romans were compelled to uſe every 
ſeverity to rid the world of this peſt of no- 
veliſts or innovators, but to no purpoſe ; for, 
as we obſerved, three hundred years from the 
commencement of this ſect, the emperor Con- 
ſtantine took the infection from a . He ſaid, 
ſeen by himſelf and army at noon- day, far 
e than the ſun, with this inſcription, By 
This Conquer; and he being ſucceſsful againſt his 
colleagues (who were heathens) eſtabiiſhed by 
edict his novelty, which has cruelly tormented 
the world, as we know this day. What gives 
and keeps alive this madaeſs, is the ſecret in- 
fluence they have over the ſenſes and laws of 


nature ; for in every age we find thele 2 
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of wonders exhibiting their ſkill, to the amaze- 
ment of the low-bred miſcreants': A late one at 
Rome died a common beggar, by name, Joſeph 
Labre ; he did in a great meaſure ſurpriſe two 
of us here, Joſhua and Nehemia; you were both 
preſent at Rome when he died, on the 16th of 
April, 1783, declare what you were eye-witnel- 
ſes to whilſt there, that Rabbi Moſes know:ng 


the ſeduction that envelop its votaries of the 


chriſtian hereſy may hold faſt to the covenant of 
circumciſion given by Almighty God to our 


fathers. 


Foſhua & Nehemiah. Be it known to you, 
vencrable Rabbi, that we were preſet at Rome 
at the time the beggar, Benedict, Joſepi Labre, 
deceaſed, the time juſt mentioned, and were 
eye witneſſes of what paſſed, which far ſuperſeded 
the laws of nature; to enter into a narrative 
would be both tedious and irkſome, more eſpe- 
cially as we can preſent you with an accurate 
hiſtory a few deys ſince ſent vs by our friends 

in London, printed in Engliſh, to which we 
beg to refer. All we will now theretore mention 
ſhall be; that we were preient for ſeveral days, 
examined the corpſe and found it ſoft, flexible, 
ſound, and uncorrupted, free from any diſagree- 
able ſmell or ſign of putrification, but perfectly 
elaſtic as the fleſh of a perſon in health. One 
extraordinary circumſtance we will take notice 
of: When he was to be ſhifted he was placed 


fitting on two benches, one ſupported him by 
the ſhoulders; the corpſe as one alive ſtretched 


out his hand and Jaid hold of the bench ro ſup- 


port himſelf. Some of the company willing to 
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be convinced whether what appeared marvellous 
might not proceed from a natural cauſe, or the 
effect of mere chance; they therefore inclined 
the body toward the hand that clinched the 
bench. This experiment they tried: If the hand 
and fingers had been no more than {imply ap- 


plied to the bench; if the muſcles had not been 


In a ſtate of extenſion and real contraction; then 
when the body was more inclined to the hand 
that clinched the bench, the hand would natu- 
rally follow the motion and inclination of the 
body, and by its own weight looſen and fall :— 
Inſtead of which, the hand continued to hold 
faſt, until ſome one looſened it: this was re- 

ated different times to the ſame effect. One 
of us for a full conviction in a caſe ſo extraor- 
dinary, deſired that the hand ſhould be diſen- 
gaged from the bench, and that the body might 
be ſeated in its firſt poſition, which was done, 
and to our great amazement, the corpſe or body 
ſupported itſelf by clinching the bench as before, 


repreſenting the action of a living perſon. 
Some time after his hand was looſed, and all 
| Preſent were convinced of the real flexibility of 


his fingers, and extenſion and play of the mulcles, 
through the length of the hand that graſped the 
arm, and to the breaſt; the fame contractions 
and play of the muſcles were obſerved as in a 
perſon alive, who being inclined to ſupport his 
body in that poſture or diſpoſition, would take 
hold of what was moſt proper as a reſt. This 
man died, Wedneſday evening, and the time I 
now mention was the Sunday evening following. 
We being reſolved to be eye-witnefles, ſpent a 
e arge 
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large part of each day, for a month after his 


death, near his perſon, which was not only dif- 
ficult but dangerous, occaſioned by the con- 
courſe of people from all parts, to receive their 
cures, and ſome to return thanks for being 
healed ; from which ſucceſſion of miracles turn- 
ed forth ſuch a prodigious ſtorm of ſeduction 


that all the world ſeemed in a ſtupor. Silly peo- 


ple, crying out without ceaſing, that the dead 
beggar atteſted his power with God. This called 
to our mind the ſeductio of Iſrael, we mean 
that part that fell from the covenant of our fa- 
thers and joined in league with their leader, 
Jeſus, whom they ſtiled Chriſt, purely through 
a reprobate ſpirit thirſting for novelty, and tu- 
pernatural knowledge not lawful, ©. :onforma- 
ble to the ſtate of man. 

Aaron & Eleazar. What you e of the 
ſupernatural powers, appertain, and is promiſed 
to none but our Meſſiah and covenant; all pre- 
tenders are excluded, Lhe 35th chapter of the 
prophet Iiaiah gives us this aſſurance: © The 
wilderneſs and the ſolitary place ſhall be glad 
for them; and the deſart ſhall rejoice, and bloſ- 
ſom as the roſe. It ſhail bloſſom abundantly, 
and rejoice even with joy and ſinging: the glory 
of Lebanon ſhall be given unto it, ch. cxcel- 
lency of Carmel and Snaron : they ſha ſee the 
glory of the Lord, and the excellency of our 
God. Strengthen ye the weak hands, aud con- 


firm the feeble knees. Say to them that are of 


a feeble heart, be ſtrong; fear not: ochold, 
3 God will come with vengeance, even God 


with a recompence; he will come and ſave you. 
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Then the eyes of the blind ſhall be opened, an 4 
the ears of the deaf ſhaii be unſtopped. Then 
ſhail the lame man leap as a hart, and the tongue 
of the dumb, ſing; for in the wilderneſs ſhall 
waters break out, and ſtreams in the deſart. 

And the parched ground ſhall become a pool, 
and the thirſty land ſprings of water, in the ha- 
bitation of dragons, where each lay ſhall be 
graſs with reeds and ruſhes. And an highway 
ſhall be there, and a way; and it ſhall be called 
the way of holineſs; the unclean ſhall nor paſs 
over it; butit ſhall be for thoſe : the way-faring 
men, though fools ſhall not err therein. No lion 
ſhall be there, nor any ravenous beaſt ſhall go 
up thereon, it ſhall not be found there; but the 
redeemed ſhall walk there. And the ranſomed 
of the Lord ſhall return, and come to Z1on with 
ſongs, and everlaſting joy upon their heads: 
they ſhall obtain joy and gladnefs and ſorrow 
and ſighing ſhall flee away.” This, with the 
other prophecies and promiſes of ſcripture, 
would have been fulfilled according to the time 
marked out by Almighty God, which was when 
Jeſus and ſeveral other invaders appeared at the 
epoch that the chriſtian hereſy fixes its date or 
ra. All other pretenders were cruſhed in their 
infancy, but the chriſtian chief by his inimitable 
magic has laid Iſrael under Infernal fetters which 

we ſtill wear. 

 Foſhua & Nehemiah. If Iſrael embarraſs her- 
ſelf by claiming ſupernatural agency, or power 
of miracles, and other ſpiritual invaſions on 
nature, as a divine quality promiſed, and by 
which their Meſſiah and new law or covenant 
_ that | 
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ſhall be diſtngu ſhed or made known ; ſuch as 
Iſaiah points ont, and which you have juſt re- 
ciced, © Given ſight to the blind, hearing to the 
deaf, agility to the lame or impotent, and 
ſpeech to ihe dumb.“ If theſe be the indubitable 
marks by which che Meſſiah and new law thall 
be acknowledged and made known, and that 
the chriſtian ſociety are right in the date of their 
commencement, which was the time marked 
for the eſtabliſhment of the new covenant by 
the Meſſiah. If thele are truths that cannot be 
impeached or controverted, and Jeſus their le- 
giſlator, of the ſeed of Abraham, tribe of Judah, 
and lineage of David: If chriſtianity is entitled 
and priviliged with theſe marks and ſupernatural 
qualities; then the voice of the ſupreme God 
has beſtowed and granted her his divine docu- 


ments, which will account for the flouriſhing 


ſtate of the ſecond covenant, and the wretcned 
condition and deprived ſtate of the firſt. If ſo, 


the Jews of all people on the face of the carth 


are the moſt miſerable. his we muſt grant, 
that a great part of our nation joined J ſas, 
and became his diſciples; that is, added t e.n- 
ſelves to his church pr-ſently after h's death, 
through warm perſuaſive means, co:hrmed by 
inconteſtible miracles daily and hourly iaid be- 


fore them, openly, publicly, and with he muſt. 


conſpicuous and clear evidence, even the m. racle 
of wiracles, and which have been frequent 
among them until our time, ra:ling the cad, 
as their leader raiſed Lazarus after being cead 
four days; whica enticement ailurcd the Mul- 
titude, and drew the greateſt marks of reſpe& 
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from them; they would forcibly have made 
him their king, which he declined; but would 
aſſemble and eſcort him in triumph into Jeru- 
ſalem, (when they knew that he had raiſed La- 
zarus from the grave, and made uſe of the 
ſupernatural powers; for at his word the laws 
of nature were ſuperſeded, and all nature was 
ſubject to his will;) with loud acclamation and 
ſhouts of honour and applauſe, ſo as to rend the 
air, with Hoſanna to the Son of David; bleſſed 
15 he that cometh in the name of the Lord: Ho- 
ſanna in the higheſt. When ſhould we make 
an end to bring the whole into view, which we 
know by evident proofs to be inconteſtible? 
many have been proved by our immediate in- 
ſpection, but as you have conſidered what we 
have aſſerted concerning the late beggar Labre, 
as a mark of idiotiſm, or, ironically to impoſe 
our impiety on your credulity; it would be an 
intruſion to proceed, but only to remind you 
of what you have related with admiration, both 
Aaron and Eleazar, which 1s the extraordinary 
phenomenon of Catharine of Bologna, virgin 
abbeſs of the poor Clares in that city ; ſhe died 
on the gth of March, 1460; her body remains 
freſh, and ſhewn in the church of her convenr, 
fitting richly covered, but her hands, face and 
feet are naked. She is yearly dreſſed, and her 
nails and hair, which grow as if alive, are cut; 
but why do we not come nearer home, I mean 
in our neighbourhood Antwerp? where is ſhewn 
one who has been dead long fince; and on the 
day of his anniverſary, or commemoration, the 
biſhop, aftifted, holds him to the view of the 
aſſembly 
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aſſembly or audience, as by its appearance, freſh 
and flexible. Edward the Confeſſor, king of 
England, in Weſtminſter-Abbey. Fe died 5th 
of January 1066. In 1163, his body was incor- 
rupt, the limbs flexible, and clot as freſh. 
One Ralph, a er pple, and fix blind men, were 


reſtored, in 1102, ai his tomb, according to 


the moſt authentic records, when the body was 
viewed in the preſence of a number of ſpecta- 
tors. To curtail the ma ter, if in ee 
lity, miracles, and other ſupernatural gifts are 
peculiar and ſingularly to be attiibuted and aſ- 
ſigned to the Meſſiah and his covenanc, Chriſt 
and Chriſtianity have unduubtediy obtained he 
promiſe made by Almighty Go to our Father 
Abraham; that in his feed all the na ions of 
the earth ſhould be blefied. And this prom ſe 
was repeated to our fathers, Iſaac and J ob. 
If you will attend to the prophets, ou willi ob- 
ſerve it to extend and confirmed, Wi hout limi- 
tation, both to Jews and Gentiles. What, 
therefore, can we ſay, but that God , in thete 
our laſt days, broke down tne party wall be- 
twixt us and the Gentiles, and has bequeatied 
a general viſitation? 'The Lord our God has 
politively aſſerted, tha: though the children of 
Iſrael be as the ſand on the ſca-ſnore, yet a 
remnant ſhall be ſaved, and that his name thail 
be magnificent among the Genti.e> z and that 
his Elect ſhall bear (or be called by) another 
name. Malachi farther confirms the other pro- 


phecies and declares, that the f.crifices ot beaſts 


ihall be laid aſide and be annuilec, in the place 


Of which a pure offering ſhould be olfered from 


the 
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the riſing of the fun unto the ſetting thereof, 
Theſe are ſcripture proofs, on which foundation 
Iſrael places her confidence, and on theſe ſcrip- 
tures her hope is fixed. Let us revert to reaſon. 
If the time marked for the manifeſtation of the 
Meſſiah be elapſed 1785 years, the benefit of 
redemption is not complied with on the part of 
the Creator, conſequently millions have been, 
and are at this time, reprobated among the 
damned, for want of this general relief or uni- 
verſal bleſſing. Before this epoch ſalvation, by 
a good life and expecting the happy period, was 
obtained; but ſince the lenient promiſed æra 


(if Jeſus is not Meſſiah) both Jews and Gentiles 


are loſt and overwhelmed in a chaos of indi- 
geſted hope, or a ſenſeleſs, vague, roving and 
unſettled notion, (repreſenting a veſſcl in a 


a ſtorm, placed in the midſt of the ocean, with- 


out either compals, helm, or pilot, left to the 
mercy of the waves) plunged in a general and 
univerſal ignorance and unſettledneſs. 

Abſalom, Mordecai. You are brethren, and 


ſhould not fruſtrate and render ineffectual the 


buſineſs that ſeated us here, which 1s, to reſtore 
and ſettle our brother Moſes in the hopes of 
Ifrael, which we know are everlaſting, un- 
changeable, and not one jor of the law ſhall 
periſh, The diſpute betwixt you conſiſts in 
this. Aaron ah Eleazar do not agree with 
Joſhua and Nehemiah, that a true and ſubitan- 


tial miracle can be out of the congr gation or 


covenant of truth. They do not mean but that 
the ſenſes might be deceived, as nothing is 


more ealy and daily practiſed, both by pick- 
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pockets and jugglers; and this comes under 


our immediate notice, that are no ſtrollers, 
having this comfort, never been beyond our 
neighbourhood, neither do we intend to move 
until a poſitive, firm, real, true, and abſolute 
edict from the Meſſiah, and under his undoubt- 


ed ſignature, commands our attendance, and 


officially to perform ſacrifice and other duties. 
The promiſe is of a two-fold nature, that is, 
local in the firſt inſtitution, or covenant; Ge- 
neral in the ſecond inſtitution, or covenant. 
Moſes was appointed to promulgate the, law. 
Meffiah to bring all the earth under its ſubjec- 


tion. The unruly to be ſcourged by an iron

Foſhua, Nebemiah, Under this iron rod the 
unchriſtian Jews are diſciplined, neither of us 
can call it ſtrange, neither can we cenſure it 


harſh; as we have inconteſtible evidence laid 


before us, we mean the ſcripture prophecies, 


which are duly fulfilled, both in the chriſtian 


church, or kingdom of Chriſt, as alſo in the 
ſynagogue of the Jews. 1he chtiſtian or ſe— 
cond covenant raiſed to the plenitude of favour 
and power, The Jew, or firſt coveaart, anni— 
hilated, ceaſed, effaced, buried in oblivion, 
obliterated. The exiſtence of locality confined 
to the Jewiſh nation, (the extent of whoſe coun- 


try was little more than the United States) and 
one temple, or place of worſhip, with its le- 


giſlative authority, rites and ceremonies, was 
proper to the limited ſtate of the firſt covenant, 
to preſerve the genealogy. and manifeſt to the 
world their Mefliah, Bui wacn the end or com- 
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pletion of the inſtitution was anſwered (the 
manifeſtation of the Meſſiab) being dead and 


annulled, is for ever aboliſhed and eternally 


reſt in a ſtate of vacuity, as it has to our Know- 
ledge remained near two thouſand years. Let us 
ſuppoſe the revival of an impoſſibility ; how is 
it practicable for the four continents, or all the 
nations of the earth to travel yearly to Solo- 
mon's temple, at Jeruſalem, to offer ſacrifice, 
and pay their homage to their Meſſiah? This 
would be turning the world upſide down, and 
introduce anarchy and confuſion, and no ways 
correſpond with that provident care, order, and 
rule, we ſee diſplayed both in the heavens and 
this our terraqueous globe. It would not be a 


Plcaſing dance to perſons of Abſalom and Mor- 


decai's caſt, who would prefer their chimney 
corner or fire- place. It would be an excellent 
age for licentiouſneſs, and be an uninterrupted 
ſpur to free-booters, &c, We beg to animad- 
vert, in few words, on one or two more points 
which to us ſeem as objectionable as that we 
have juſt taken our leave of. 

iſt Query. lo whom was the promiſe firſt 
given, and for what end was it inſtituted? 
Abſalom, Mordecai. To our father Abraham, 
Iſaac, and Jacob, The inſtitution divine, and 
the end, to form Iſrael into a pure and holy 
nation, ſo as to be a diſtin . the lot of 
the Lord. 

Foſhua, Me hemiab. The promiſe was given to 
Adam at his fall, the end, to reſtore man, and 
reinſtate him in his Joſt privileges, two thou- 
land years before Abrabam was born ; therefore 

could 
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could have no reſpect diſtinctly to him, or his 
polterity,-the inſtitution conſequently general, 

which is proved by the teſtimony and aſſurance 
to Abraham that in his ſeed all the nations of 
the earth ſhould be bleſſed. 

2d Query. Was the validity of the promiſe 

marked out by the fcriptures for the manifeſta- 
tion of the Meſſiah and fulfilling of, and com- 


pleting the effect, obtained, which Since is fe- 


venteen hundred and eighty- five years? 

Aaron, Eleazar. No Iſraelite can give a di- 
rect anſwer to your queſtion, Iſrael cannot re- 
join a negative, neither can ſhe reply in the 
affirmative. If we ſay, the promiſe remains 
incomplete, we arraign the God of truth, and 
bring the ſcriptures into diſr-pute, If we grant 


the promiſe perfect and fulfilled, our prieſts and 


rulers, with that part of the Jews who adhered 
at that time with them, in the rejection of Jeſus 


(ho openly declared himſelf the Meſſiah) wich 


the generality or bulk of our nation, their aſ- 
ſociates, and from thence the confederation, 
who retain the name of Jews until this day, 
muſt be reprobated and condemned. There 1s 
no alternative. God and his ſcriptures mult be 
annulled or the Meſſiah produced. 

Abſalom, Mordecai. Not one jot of the law 
{hall periſh, but ſhall remain everlaſtingly. 

3d Query. Jaſbua, Nebemiab. Will the earth 
and its inhabitants continue in their ſtate, cons 
dition, and regulation for ever ? 

Abſalom, Mordecai. Moit undoubtedly. Cir- 
cumciſing and the Law of Moſes ſhall have no 
change for ever, and when Meſſiah ſhall come 
LG 
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fo Zion he will gather Israel as a hen her chicks, 
from all parts of the, carth, where we haye been 
ſcattered, and we fſhail;-1nltead of horſes; mules 
and. jack-alles, ride pick. -a-pack on the backs 
of Kings and Princes. Judea from thence for- 
ward will be the garden of Paradiſe, and as 
Meſſiah comes to reſtore man to his innocent 
ſtate, ſurely he will plant the Tree of Life, 


which we will be careful to propagate in great 


abundance throughout the country. Then ſhall 
we live fately every man under his on Fig- 
tree, and the riches of the heathen fhall be 
brought in great abundance to Zion. The 
Tree of Life will be an antidote to prevent 
death.

What Meſſiah: does the 
prophet Daniel ſay, in his gth chapter, ſhould 
be put io death, after confirming the ſecond co- 
venant with many, (and this at the time Jeſus 
Chriſt was put to death and ſettled and: efta- 
bliſhed the Chriſtian covenant) and that the 
people and their prince that ſhould come ſhould 
deſtroy the city and ſanctuary, and put an end 
to oblations and {icrifices, even to the conſum- 
mation, all which was completed by the Ro- 
mans? &c. 


Moſes. O infinite and eternal God, (Rs can 


a wreich that hath ſpun out a life of fourſcore 
years in the paths of infamy and wiles of Satan, 
repair to your dread tribunal. for mercy?

O miſad- 
viſed culprit, to reſtrain and mortify your 
paſſions and various inclinations, that your life 
might paſs unſullied, emaciating your body and 
reſtraining your will from common neceſſaries, 
that the poor might find a refuge, and in you a 
common father ; what other delight have you 
ſceked from your youth, and conſidered it your 
duty to ſort with the needy and bear their 
burthens to inculcate religion in their hearts, 
root out vicious habits, and in all things make 


them happy; and this not confined to your own 
nation, but univerſal, the whole ſtock of the 


human ſpecies. And yet vain man, the Impe- 
rial or Royal duty from which the other ſhould 
proceed and draw its effects, you have not alone 
flighted, but thundered forth from a malevo- 
lent and miſchevous heart, the molt ſpiteful 
and wicked blaſphemy ; ſo that while your mo- 
rals and duty to your neighbour remained unim- 
peachable (your wicked inſtruction excepted} 
you were in a far more wicked and deteſtable 
ſtate, than the reprobate angels or devils. They 
ſtood part of the Celeſtial Hierarchy, and thro' 
the excellency of their ſup-rior quality were 
worthy the immortal thrones they were ſeated 


on, but concewplating as they conceived their 


irrevocable, ſub:im ty, and being ſtruck with a 


lecret paſſion of fondneſs at the exquiſite and 
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We, 
Ip otleſs beauty, height of magnificence, with 
crowns, and exceeding great weight of glory 
they had attained to, dazzled thoſe high intelli- 
gences, and formed a ſecret attachment which 
was the nurſe-egg that produced ſelf- love, pride 
and rebellion. Their wages are a total ſecluſion 
from their God, ſtript of their captivating or- 
yaments, taken from their thrones, and me- 
tamorphoſed into frighiful fiends of hell. Man 
being, at the fall of the angels, created to fill 
their vacant thrones, that there might be no 
excitement to pride (the cauſe by which the 
angels (ell) was veſted in a humiliating garb 
compoſed of ſlime. In this dirty coat he was 
to remain until a reaſonable trial ſhould be the 
teſt of obedience and reverence to the Divine 
Decree: Satan oblerving thele dirty creatures 
and judging they were formed to fill the thrones 
from which himſelf and aſſociates had been de- 
graded, reſolved with contemptuous ſcorn to 
allure them into the ſnare themſelves had been 
entrapped, and reaſonably conſidering the diſ- 
parity, betwixt an angel and the man of mud, 


contrived his fall in due progreſſion adequate to 


the diſparity. He therefore made ule of the 
moſt vile reptile (by which ſubtlety he retains 
the name of the old ſerpent) to accompliſh his 
plot. In the garden of delights man had free 
acceſs and his enjoyment unreſtrained, but the 
tree of knowledge, which as a teſt of his obe- 
dience to his Creator he was forbid to taſte, 
Satan made uſe of this ſtratagem, by twining 
about the tree of knowledge in the preſence 
of Eve, {inviting her to the banquet, who,

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obſerving the delight of enjoyment painted in 
the countenance of the ſerpent, and that he 
ſurvived the pleaſure, was raiſed by curioſity 
and deſire to try the experiment which nurſe- 
egg proved fatal, being of the ſame ſpecies 
with that of the devil's ſelf-love, pride, and 


rebellion. Let us view theſe created gods, 
Great Lucifer or Satan, prince of the firſt tribe, 
who, before his godſhip, was one of the moſt 
bright, glorious and reſplendent princzs of the 
heavenly hierarchy, new habited in the coat of 
the moſt vile reptile, and with the brotherhood 
are condemned to eternal perdition. | Man's. 
fall entailed an equal puniſhment on himſelf 
and poſterity. The humiliating ſtate of min 

reſented no enticement to his fall, which ren- 
ders him leſs excuſable ; but ſhame and remorſe 
obtained at the Divine Tribunal, mercy and 


the promiſe of a Meſſiah to reinſtate him in his 


original birthright, The promiſe, after two 
thouſand years, was ſettled in the family of our 
fathers Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob, continued 
in the tribe of Judah, and allotted to the lineage 
of David 1009 years before his manifcſtation. 
The Royal Prophet, in his Pſalms, ſpesks fully 
and in the molt clear terms of the Divinity of the 
Meſſiah, his Prieſthood, his offering bread and 
wine, his life of . ſufferings, death, 

reſurrection, aſcenſion, and ſeating. bs elorious 
humanity on the Kight-Hand of his Father. 
The Lord ſaid unto my Lord, * Sit thou on 
my R Right-Hand until J make thy enemies thy 
foot- tool.” 


took pacr forty years after Iſracl put our Meſ- 
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ſiah to death, according as himſelf. had told 


them, which prophecy we fee remain in equal 
force againſt the Jews at this day, praying che 


chriſtians to permit them to live, though as 
vagabonds and miſcreants, or vagrants ſeeking 


for reſt, but can find none. Fulfilling this 
ſcripture. no peace to the wicked, ſaith the 
Lord. Iſaiah 7oo years before the time of the 
Meſſiah deſcribes his life, miracles, poverty, 
rejection, ſufferings, divinity, deſtruction of 
his enemies, call of the Gentiles, and everlaſt- 
ing glory and flouriſhing ſtate of his church or 
new covenant, All of the prophets ſpeak very 
full and clear of the ſecond covenant or univerſal 
promiſe and of her Divine Lawgiver ; but Da- 


Niel, as we took notice, marked the epoch with 


the particular circumſtances attending it. His 
eſtabliſhing the Promiſe or Covenant of Grace, 
Re. 

Daniel gth chapter. And he ſhall confirm 


the covenant with many for one week, and in 


the midſt of the week he ſhall cauſe the facrifice 
and the oblation to ceaſe, and for the over- 
ſpreading of abominations he ſhall make it de- 
ſolate, even until the conſummation, and that 
determined, ſhall be poured upon the wicked. 


Pſalm 40. Sacrifice and offering thou didſt not 


deſire ; my ears haſt thou opened; burat-offer- 
ing and ſin-offering haſt thou not required. 


Then, ſaid I, Lo, I come, in the volume of 


the book (icriptures) it is written of me. 


Malachi iſt chapter. I have no pleaſure in 


you, faith the Lord of Hoſts, neither will. I

It is clear and incontrovertible, by theſe fcrip? 
tures and innumerable other texts or ſentences 
of Holy Writ, that the Jewiſh or firſt covenant 
(being imperfect and inadequate to the rrin- 
ſtaring man in his original birthright of falva- 
tion was only a riſe or preparation to the general 
or univerſal amneſty) cenſed and was exrinct on 


the arrival and maniteſtation of the Nicſhah, 


Divine Leg fla'or of the ſecond covenant or 
Law of Grace. The offence of our firſt pa- 
rents, being a direct contrcul or oppoſition 
againſt the Deity, infinite juftice rendered abſo- 
lutely neceſſary and requiſite that nothing Jeſs 
than an infinite raparation could ſatisfy or ap- 
peaſe the Deity. This was the cauſe or reaſon 
that the Second Perſon of the Godhead aſſumed 
the nature of man, and immolated a ſacrifice of 
infinite propitiation to aon and reinftare man 
in his firſt privileges. This being the ſtate of 
man, that nothing lets than the death of the 
Son of God could blot out, and appeaſe the 
Divine Juſtice, how can reaſon be ſo tar over- 
ruled and ſuperſeded as to ſuppoſe that the 
blood of beaſts could make atonement, when 


death that was inflicted as a puniſhment on man 


for this original fin of our firſt parents was no 
more than a removal out of this 


ſtate of the damned, could neither merit nor

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claim the teaftialleviationi:or. abatement from 


the rigorous ſentence. Beſides the ſcripture and 


reaſon which confirm this truth, near two thou- 


ſand years experience demonſtrates that the ad- 


herents to the. firſt covenant, who call them 
ſelves Jews, are an abandoned people, both by 


God and man. Their temple and ſacred rites 
are deſtroyed, prophecy, miracles, and every 
divine gift, or | ſupernatural. communication 


(that diſtinguiſhed the firſt covenant until the 


eſtabliſhment of the ſecond) by Jeſus Chriſt 
into the Chriſtian Church, with the prophetic 
or ſcripture promiſes, all which you are. a wit- 
neſs to at this day. But how many years of 
anxiety have you deluded yourſelf, even four- 
ſcore, expecting a releaſement from your cap- 
tivity, with a triumphant return, headed by 


your Meſſiah, with the ſpoils of the Gentiles, 
bearing down all before you and paſſing as an 


impetuous torrent, roll upon the breadth of the 
earth to the Holy Land, where all things will 


be reſtored one K adred fold more excellent 


than in the reign of Solomon ? Bur, alas, who 
can account for man, or comprehend the ex- 
tent of his folly?. To expect your nation's re- 
turn to their once happy country, rebuild their 


temple, and reſtore the rites and ceremonies of 


the old law or covenant, would be as great a 
chimera, or wild fancy, as to conceit that the 
ſoul remains in man after death. Yet yourſelf 


and nation have ever nurtured this bantling, 


nurſeling, ſondling, or maggot, proceeding 
from a a feveriſh and lawleſs zeal, which near 


two thouſand years deſolation and ſtrong efforts 
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to recover your ancient freedom and reinſtate 
yourſelves in the country given by Alm:ghty 


God to your forefathers, reſtore your darling 


city and temple, ri-ts and ceremonies: to their 
firſt excellency. Your fathers made a molt for + 
midable war during two years againſt che Ro- 
mans, in the reign of Adrian; they were led 
on by one Lucuas and another, Barchochebas. 
Thisgaſt told them that he was a ſtar come 


down from heaven to enlighten them, who 


were under the rod of oppreſſion. He was 


taken and ſuffered condign puniſhment, and 


many myriads deſtroyed. They were inter- 
dicted, not ſa much from afar to beh Id their 


native foil. Thus matters went on uitiſ che 


reign of Julian the Apoſtate, when your fachers 
being egged forward by the emperor oe ui 
the temple and reſtore the Jeu ſn worchip, 
and being aſſiſted by the emperor with all 
Des neceflary for carrying on the bulld- 

ng, "but to no effect; for ihe divine 1n e poſi- 
2 rendered endeavours ineffectual. Wu iſt 
the emperor was very defirous to damage the 
chriſtians, he betrayed his ow») ſuperitition. For 
being much addicted to ſacrificing, ne not only 
delighted in the blood (of ſacrifices) himle:t, 
but "thought himſelf wronged, unleis oiters 
would do ſo too. But, in regard he fo. but 
few. men as thoſe, he ſent for th: Jews, a den- 


quired of them, upon what account tey ab- 


ſtained f om ſacrifieing, when th law of Moes 
enjoined it. Upon their aniwertng bm, chat 
chey could not tacrifice in any G cher place, but 
oniy at Jeruſaiemy he gave order, that Sol

mon's temple ſhould be forthwith re-edified ; 


in the interim, himſelf proceeds in his expedi- 
tion againſt the Perſians. But the Jews, who 
for a long time had been d&irous of getting an 


opportunity to have their temple rebuilt, in or- 


der to their offering ſacrifice, were then very 
induſtrious about the work. They alſo ſhewed 
themſelves very formidable to the chriſtians, 
and their behaviour towards them was proud 


and inlolent, threatening they would do them 


as much miſchief as they themſelves had for- 


merly ſuffered from the Romans. The empe- 


ror, having given order, that the charge of the 
building ſhould be paid out of his Exchequer, 
all things were ſoon provided; timber, ſtone, 


burnt brick, clay, lime, and all other mate- 
rials neceſſary for building. At which time, 
Cyrillus, biſhop of Jeruſalem, called to 


mind the prophecy of Daniel, which Chriſt 


has alſo confirmed in the goſpels, and pre- 
dicted in the preſence of many perſons, that 
the time would come ſhortly that one ſtone 


would not be left upon another in that temple, 

but that the prophecy ſhould be fulfilled. 
Theſe were the biſhop's words; and in the 

night there happened a great earthquake, which 


tore up the ſtones of the old foundation of the 


temple, and diſperſed them all, together with 


the adjacent edifices. The Jews were extreme- 
ly terrified ; and the fame of it brought many 

_ perſons who lived at a great diſtance to that 

place. When a numerous multitude were ga- 

thered, there happened anothered prodigy; for 

there came down a fire from heaven, that con-

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ſumed all the builder's tools. You might have 
ſeen walle.s, irons, to ſqiooth and poliſh ſtones, 
with ſaws, haicheis, axes, in ſhort, ali things 
the workmen inn, hi h were uſed, about that 
work, deſtroyed by ine flames. | he hre pieyed 
upon theſe things for a whole day, the Jews 
being in the grcateſt fear imaginable, acknow- 
ledged (though unwillicgly) that Chriſt was 
God. But they obeyed not his will, but were 
prepoſſetled with an opinion of their own reli- 
gion, and continued firm and hardened. For 
neither did a third miracle, which happened 
after, induce them to a belief of the truth. 
For, the night following, the impreMon of a 
Croſs, which caſt forth beams of brizhineſs, 
appeared printed on their garmen's, which im— 
preifions, when they ſaw tre nx: Cay, they en- 
deavoured to waſh and rub ther our, but could 
not. Their blindnels and flinty hearts remained 
unabated, and the temple, inſtead of be: ig re- 


built, was totally demoliſhed, Tete ar. the 


words of Socrates, and ſeveral bito a s of 
that age give us much ſtronger aud forcible 
provfs of the ſecond covenant, and -coting of 
the firſt, as you are a witneſs this gay.

From the Father iſſues his offer rin By the Son, 

. who 
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who 1s ſtiled in ſcripture, His Breath or Word, 


the Holy Spirit who is produced, and is the effect 
of the mutual act of infinite love, reciprocal 


from the Father and Son, is called in ſcripture, 
The Spirit of God; for tho' the Godhead be one 
ſole Deity, yet not ſolitary, being three perſons ; 
and this prime and firſt principle of religion is 


iluſtrated throughout the ſcriptures, Your le- 


giſlator, Moſes, at the head of his Pentateuch, 


or five books, confirms this infinite. myſtefy, 


unſearchable, boundleſs, and unfathomable 
Truth, 

Genefis 1ſt chapter. In the beginning God 
created the heavea and the earth; and the earth 
was without form, and void; and darkneſs Was 
upon the face of the deep: and the ſpirit of 


God moved upon the face of the waters: and 
God ſaid, let there be light, and there was 


light. The univerſal creation viſible and in- 
vilible, was eternally preſent to the Deity; 
and when the divine will, for bringing it into 


being and granting it exiſtence, was arrived, 
the whole received its creation as the divine

of perſons. 

. St. John iſt chapter. In the begin- 
ning was the word, and the word was with 
God, and the word was God. The ſame was 
in the beginning with God. All things were 
made by him: and without him was made 
nothing that was made. In him was life,' and 
the life was the light of men: and the light 
ſhineth in darkneſs, and the darkneſs did not 
comprehend ir. In this infinite myſtery, on 
which the two covenants are grounded, and 
ſolely depend ; the two legiſlators, Moſes, and 
Chriſt, are perfectly conſonant, and the two 
ſcriptures throughout one uninterrupted uniſon, 

Mordecai, Alſalom. We cannot comprehend 
in what, ſpeech can be competently termed 
eſſence, as we live in the age of wiſdom, when 
things are proved by effects. Let us make 
the experiment, by which we will decide the 
matter in queſtion, let us ſhut the windows, 
you are, are you not, without light? if ſo, 
you cannot deny, but that you are blinded 
with darkneſs, Now, my dear firs, do not 
deceive yourſelves, neither be decived by others, 
Note well, and improve yourſclyes. in the 
ſcience of wiſdom and knowledge, that your 


underſtanding may be enlivli ched, and ex- 
perimental truths may dawn and TIPen as. 
ſummer fruits, enlarging your IRTETION man. 
You are all prepared, are you not? our words 
ſhall be like the ſound of a trumpet Ut underiog 


in each one's ear; hark with diicfol expeAtion 


the laſt trump, Let there be light; huſh, 7955 
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minutes, equal to five years, are elapſed, 25 
you all are witneſſes to this great truth, that no 
light is created; but we are ſtill in as great 
darkneſs, as if we had been filent. We are 
happy, as we purpoſed, to obtain the victory, 
dear Rabbi Moſes, and convict you of folly, 
in bewitching yourſelf, with the art magic of 
the chriſtian ſeduction. And you, dear bre— 
thren, Joſhua and Nehemiah, who ſeem to fuck 
in the deluſion of feigned miracles from the 
dead body of your poor chriſtian beggar. 
Foſhua, Nehemiah. Theſe men blaſpheme, 
ſeating themſelves in the throne of the Living 


God. 


Aaron, Eleazar. Moriecai and Abſalom do 
not blaſpheme, we will grant them guilty of an 
error in judgment, which we mult impute to 
the inherent quality of the erroneous ſect they 
adhere to, who are ſtiled Sadducees, and diſ- 
claim ſpiritual ſubſtances; a refinement latterly 
of this ſect has ſhewn itſelf among the Gen- 
tiles, who form the polite circles, and have aſ- 


pired to the title of the New Philoſophers, They 


would wiſh to live in their preſent ſtate, having 
neither hope nor religion but what is grateful 
to the preſent or mortal ſtate. This is the ſub- 
ſtance of what Mordecai or Abſalom ſpoke, 
teſtifying their deſire for the Meſſiah, that their 
paſſions might be feaſted, and through the vir- 


tue of the Tree of Life, they may Ipin out a 
perpetual ſenſuality. But the ſpiritual Iſraelites {| 


or Pharifaical Jews believe both ſtates, corporal 
and ſpiritual; yet, we firmly adhere to the firit 
and great commandment, Hear, O Ifrael, the 
Lord

1 Abſalom. In religion, that i is the 
topic we are upon, Innovation; which is the 
novelty Aaron and Eleazar would deem in us, 
is founded erroneouſly ; it being truly nothing 
more than this one ſimple act commanded our 
great progenitor, father Abraham, which has 
come Cown to us by the title of che covenant 
of our fathers, and conſiſts in a clip, or cir- 
cumciſing the foreſkin. Theſe are the words 
of the covenant betwixt God and our father 
Abraham. Geneſis 17th chapter. He that 
is born in thy houſe, and he that is bought with 
thy money, mult needs be circumc! ſed; and 
my covenant ſhall be in your fleſh for an ever- 
laſting covenant ; and the uncircumciſed man 
child, whoſe fleſh of his foreſkin is not circum- 
ciſed, that ſoul ſhall be cut off from his people; 
he hath broken my covenant.” The covenant 
was given to our founder fix hundred years be- 
fore Moſes was born, and ſhall a pale-face ſet 
of conceired novelliſts aſſociate, if we may fo 
ſay, with Moſes, and bring in a multiplicity of 
ceremonies and commandments, making A 
fool's cap of Abraham? 

Aaron, Eleazar. Your tenets, from the crea- 
tion of your ſect, are from beneath, earthly, 


rude, and baſe- born. 'T'o convince you that 


circumciſing the fleſh, wich the law, is a dead 
a&t. Core, Dathen, and Abiram, with their 
whole SOPPAnys were all circumciſed ;. yer, 
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when they, as you do, diſputed the authority of 
the law-giver, the earth opened and een 
them. We will go beyond your boaſted anti- 
quity, and judge you by that very father you 
claim your priority and looſe doctrine from. 
He will declare, before he had in conte mpla- 
tion either circumciſion or that his name ſhould 
be Abraham, when as yet he was uncircum— 
ciſed, and bore the name Abram, even fifteen 


| years prior to amputation. Geneſis 12th chap» 


ter. Now the Lord had ſaid unto Abram, 
« Get thee out of thy country, and from thy 
kindred, and from thy father's houle, unto a 
land that I ſhall ſhew thee. And l will make 
of thee a great nation, and | will bleis thee, and 
make thy name great; and thou ſhalt be a bleſ- 


ſing; and Þ will bleſs them that blefs thee, and 


will curſe them that curſe thee ; and 1n thee ſhall 
all families of the earth be bleſſed.” So Abram 
departed, as the Lord had ſpoken to him. He 
was ſeventy-five ycars old when he quitted Na- 
ron. And Abram paſted through the land un- 
to the place of Sechera unto the plain of Morch, 


and the Lord appeared unto Abram, and ſaid, 


« Unto thy ſeed will 1 give this land.“ And 
there he built an altar unto the Lord, who ap- 
eared unto him.

this Eleazar of Damaſcus? And Abram ſaid, 
Behold to me thou haſt given no ſeed; and lo, 
one born in my houſe is my heir. And the 
word of the Lord came to him, ſaying, * This 
ſhall not be thy heir; but he that ſhall come 
forth out of thy own bowels, ſhall be thy heir.“ 
And he brought kim forth abroad, and ſaid, 
Look now ioward heaven, and tell the ſtars, if 
you be able to number them. And he ſaid, fo 


ſhall thy ſeed be. And Abram' believed in the 


Lord, and he counted it to him for juſtice. 
Morde cai, Abſalom. Your ungodly malice 
to us, has wreaked deſtruction, wreſting the 
Palm from Iſrael and, truckling, proffer it to 
the chriſtians; in vain we proceed farther. The 
cauſe of Iſrael you have ſuperannuated by your 


malicious and forward ſpeech. Abram was an 


uncircumciſed friend, favourite and Ele& of 
God, when he received the promiſe, and where- 
as he believed it was accounted to him for juſ- 
rice, ſo circumciſing was enjoined him ſeveral 
years afterwards, and which was to remain in 
his poſterity as an earneſt or pledge, that what 
God had promiſed in its full and ſtated time 
| ſhould have its effect and accompliſhment, 
which falling, as marked by the ſcriptures, at 
or about the nativity or birth of Jeſus, who, 
ever ſince that period, now 1785 years, bears 
the name of Chriſt the Meſſiah, for whoſe ſake 
the law and prophecies were *given, that the 
truth might be proved by a famiiy deſcent; to 
be brief, Iſrael, we mean the covenaat impoſed 
G30. 0 on 
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on our fathers was inſtituted the ſcarf-ſkin to 
preſerve the promiſe or covenant of the Meſ- 
ſhah, ſince which, what has been her ſtate or 
lot? why, no other than that of the ſcape goat 
in the wilderneſs accurſed, hated by all men, 
as a fcare-crow, or ities, ſtuffed image by 
birds. But, ſay you, none but your deſcrip- 
tion, deſerters from the law, and the ſpirit, fall 
under this curſe, My ſon, hear the inſtruction 


of your father, and be obedient to the law and 


words of your mother; for Moſes, our father, 
gave us commands and ceremonies, and our 


mother the ſynagogue is our diſciplinarian. 


Moſes offered facrifice for atonement for ſin re- 
peatedly, which proves Abra! am's circumciſion 
inſufficient. To this we anſwer : That in ſa— 
crificing, as alſo in circumciſing, Moſes is a 
copier of our great origin Abram, even before 


he was circumciſed, offered ſacrifice, by the 


ſpecial command of God. See the ſaid chapter. 
& And he ſaid unto him, Take me an heifer of 


three years old, and a ſhe-goat of three years 


old, andaram of three years old, and a turtle 


dove, and a young pigeon. And he took un- 
to him all theſe, and divided them, and laid 


each piece one againſt another ; but the birds 
he divided not; and behold a furnace and burn- 
ing lamp paſſed between the pieces. 

Boy. In the ſame day the Lord made a cove- 


nant with - Abram, ſaying, © Unto thy ſeed 


have I given this land, from the river of Egypt 
unto the great river Euphrates.” At that time 
God endowed him with the prophetic ſpirit 
communicating the great events that attend his 
poſterity. 
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poſterity. In all things the ſcripture holds up 
uncircumciſed Abram to be poſſeſſed of ſuper- 
natural gifts, an unblemiſhed character, father 
of the Mefſizh, and his Elect, friend and dar- 
ling of his God. So that faithful uncircum- 
ciſed Abram ſtood in the ſame degree of per- 
feftion and pre-eminence in the eyes of his 
God equally with the circumciſed Abraham. 
Bur yet, he was neither the origin of ſacrificing, 


nor the firſt, nor only favorite ſacrifice we muſt 


ſuppoſe took place from the fall of our firſt pa- 
rents, it being proper, though inſufficient, that 
a public act or offering ſhould be immolated. 

Firſt, to acknowledge our ſole dependence and 
reliance with every act and virtue of religion, 
as wholely due and centered in our God. Se- 
condly, to deplore and lament the fall of man, 
precarious ſtate; with numberleſs ſins that daily 
impede man's ſalvation. Thirdly, as types or 
figures of the oblation, or great ſacrifice of Re- 
demption, the ranſom or purchaſe of God's fa- 


vour, by the death of Chriſt. At the arrival 


of the Principal or Real, all types, figures or 
ſhadows naturally ceaſed, having obtained the 
completion for which they were inſtituted. As 
the ſcripture has affirmed, 4th Pſalm, “ Sacri- 
| fice and oblation thou didſt not defire ; burnt- 
' offerings and fſin-offerings haſt thou not re- 
quiced. Then, ſaid I, behold, I come, in the 
volume of the book it is written of me: 1 de- 
light to do thy will, O my God. Your will is 
within my heart. Daniel gth chapter. The 
prophet Daniel, after marking this epoch, 
which was the grand zra or date of the chriſtian 
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covenant, confirms the ceaſing of the types and 
figures. And he (the Meſſiah) ſhall confirm 
the covenant with many for one week; and in 
the midſt of the week, he ſhall cauſe the ſacri- 
fice and the oblation to ceaſe ; and for the over- 
ſpreading of abominations he ſhall make it de- 
ſolate, even until the conſummation, and that 
determined, ſhall be poured upon the deſolate, 
to enumerate the paſſages of ſcripture that con- 
firms the ceaſing, and aboliſhing the old law, 
with its types and figures, at the arrival of the 
Meſſiah, who was to eſtabliſh a new covenant, 
with the reprobation of the Jews, and defola- 
tion of the country and nation, would be end- 
leſs. 

To return to the earlier times of ſacrifice and 
_offerings. The two ſons of Adam we find con- 
verſant with this duty. Geneſis 4th chapter. 
As your law-giver, Moſes, has placed in the 
firſt book of his Pentateuch. Theſe are his 


words. And in proceſs of time, Cain brought 


of the fruit of the ground an offering unto the 
Lord; and Abel brought of the firſtlings of 
his flock, and of the far.” We muſt ſuppoſe, 
that Cain and Abel, the two firſt deſcendants 
from Adam, were taught this duty by their fa- 
ther, which, no doubt, was enjoined and pre- 
ſcribed to the poſterity of our firſt parent, a 


perpetual law in their generations. And, as 
the promiſe was removed from the Jewiſh hie- 


rarchy, ſo we find recorded by this law- giver 
the types tranſported by Noah from the Ante- 
diluvians to thoſe ſince the flood, the moſt faith- 
ful comments are his own words, 1 5 


Geneſis 
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Geneſis 8th chapter. And Noah went forth, 
out of the ark, and his ſons, and his wife, and 


his ſons wives with him; every beaſt, every 


creeping thing, and every fowl ; and Noah 
builded an altar unto the Lord, and took of 


every clean beaſt, and of every clean fowl, 


and offered burnt- offerings on the altar. 

Job, who is generally ſuppoſed was à cotem- 
porary with Moſes, your law-giver, and that 
he was the author of his life, entered it into the 
{criptures as a model of perfection. This man, 
as Noah, Enoch, and Abel (in the book of Ge- 
neſis) were Gentiles, examples of virtue, and 
peculiar favourites of their God, as the ſcrip- 
ture witneſſes, to which I refer you. I will on- 


ly fay a few words out of the Life of Job. 


Job iſt chapter. There was a man in the land 


of Us, whoſe name was Job, and that man was 
perfect and upright, and one that feared God, 


and avoided evil. He had ſeven ſons and three 
daughters, and his ſons feaſted in their houſes, 
each one his day. And when the days of their 
feaſting were over, Job ſent and ſanctified them, 
and roſe op early in the morning, and offered 


burnt-offerings according to their number : for 
Job ſaid, it may be that my ſons have ſinned.“ 


Thus did Job continuaily. And the Lord ſaid, 


chere is none like him on the earth, a perfoc 
and upright man. In Job you will find the 
perfect chriſtian, 


19th chapter. Oh, that my words were now 


written, Oh, that they were printed 1 in a book! 


that they were graven with an iron pen and 


Icad, in the rock for ever! For 1 know tnat my 
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| Redeemer liveth, and that he ſhall Rand at the 


Jatter day on the earth. And though worms 


deſtroy this body, yet in my fleſh ſhail I ſee 
God, whom I ſhill ſee for myſelf, and my eyes 


ſhall behold, and not another.” 
The moſt zealous chriſtian. cannot expreſs 


himſelf, or enforce his ſentiments with greater 
energy, on the Divine and Human nature of 


Chriſt. Job lived 1500 years prior to the time 


marked for the birth of Chriſt. He firſt affirm- 
ed, that the Divine nature lived, and that in 


the latter day (which was the era or epoch 
marked for the manifeſtation and reign of the 
Meſſiah, this laſt age) he ſhould ſtand or ma- 
nifeſt himſelf on earth in his human nature, as 
was promiſed at the fall of man, that the ſeed 
of the woman ſhould cruſh the ſerpent's head, 
that is, defeat the intrigues of Satan, and re- 
ſtore man to the favour of his God, which Sa- 
tan had robbed him of. The reſurrection or 


revival of the fleſh was well known to Job, as 


he declares. And though worms deſtroy this 
body, yet, in my fleſh ſhall I ſee God. He ex- 
poſtulates with his friends for cenſuring his 
complaints cauſed by exceſſive pain, from which 
we draw theſe fundamental principles of chri- 
ſtianity, known from the fall of man and until 
the end of the world, requiſite and neceſſary for 


obtaining ſalvation, Faith and Hope in Chriſt, 


coupled with a holy, virtuous, and pertect lite. 
But you ſhould ſay, why perſecute we him, 
ſeeing the root of the matter is found in his 


heart. Be ye afraid of the ſword; for wrath | 
cauſeth the puniſhment of the ſword, that you 


may 
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may know there is a judgment, I will expa- 
tiate in few words on the mectine, and bring 
into contact the characters of Melchiſedech, 
king of Salem, who was an uncircumciſed 
| prieſt, a Gentile, and Iſrael's great progenitor, 
who received the promiſe, Their meeting was 
on Abram's return from the battle of rhe kings 
victorious. Geneſis 14th chapter, And Melchi- 
ſedech brought forth bread and wine; and he 
was the prieſt of the moſt High God. And he 
bleſſed him and ſaid, Bleff-d be Abram of the 
moſt High God, poſſeſſor of heaven and earth, 
and bleſſed be the moſt High God, which hath 
delivered thy enemies into thy hands, and he 
gave him tithes of all. 

Your great legiſlator places before us two di- 
ſtinguiſhed chara acters, ſublime and ſingularly 
exalted, characteriſing the Jewiſh and chriltian 
covenants. Abram Tepreſents and exhibits 
bloody offerings of beaſts and birds, accord- 
ing to the law, as aforeſaid. Melchiſedech, 
bread and Wine, repreſenting the chriſtian ſa- 
crifice of the Mats. The chriſtian ſacrifice the 
Royal prophet ſet forth in his Pſalm 1000 years 
prior to the inſtitution. This Pſalm confirms 
the exalted ſtate human nature would be en- 
titled in the perſon of Chriſt and completion 
of the promiſe, that in Abram's ſeed all nations 


ſhouid be bleſſed. Pſalm 110. The Lord ſaid 


unto my Lord, © Sic thou on my Right-hand, 
until I make thy enemies thy footſtool. The 
Lord ſhall ſend the rod of thy ſtrength out of 
Zion: rule thou in the midſt of thy enemies, 
Thy people ſhall be willing in the day of thy 


C04 power, 
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which Yew the prophecy of IE, aboliſh- 


power, in the war ies of: holineſs: from the 


womb of. the morning: thou haſt the dew of 
thy vouth. The Lorg:hath ſworn, and will not 
repent. Thou art a prieſt for ever after the 
order of Melchiſedech. The Lord at thy 


| Right-hand. ſhall ſtrike through kings in the 


day of his wrath. He ſhall. judge among the 
heathens : he ſhall fill the aces with the dead 


bodies: he ſhall wound the heads over many 


countries: he ſhall drink of the brook in the 
way: therefore ſhall he lift up the head. 

The firſt, or Jewiſh covenant, b e 
by their progenitor Abram, was limited or con- 


fined betwixt the river of Egypt and tbe Eu- 


Pbrates, an extent inſignificant. The ſecond, 
or covenant of Chriſt, repreſented by Melchi- 
ſedech, unlimited and univerſal throughout the 


world, which general amneſty of grace without 


diſtinction to either Jew or Gentile takes in, 
according to the firſt inſtitution or promiſe, the 
whole race of Adam, and in extent the whole 


world. The Jewiſh covenant, under Moſes, 


was confined to one Tabernacle, and from the 
FFI. of Solomon one Temple; both Taber- 
nacle and Temple have had no being ſince forty 
years from the death-of the Meſſiah, according 
to the prophets, which, to your knowledge, 18 


now near eighteen centuries. And to the world 
I appeal for the confirmation and evidence of 


ſcripture, and truth of my aſſertion, relating to 


propagation and uninterrupted perpetuity of the 


ſecond or covenant of Chriſt, from her eſta- 
bliſhment to our preſent #ra, 1752 years, 


ing 
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ing and repealing the old law, inſtituting, con- 
firming and eſtabliſhing the new covenant of 
Chriſt. Malachi iſt chapter. I have no plea- 
ſure in you, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts, neither 
will I accept an offering at your hand. For, 
from the riſing of the ſun even unto the going 
down of the ſame, my name ſhall be great 
among the Gentiles; and in every place in- 
cenſe {hall be offered unto my name, and a pure 
offering; for my name ſhall be great among 
the heathens, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts. - / 
\ To return to our two great types of the 
Jewiſh. and chriſtian covenants, Abram ſub— 
mits obedience, and pays tithes to his ſuperior. 
 Melchitedech accepts his homage and as ſupe- 
rior bleſſes him. Contraſt theſe excellencies 


and inoſt eminent characters, lay aſide they 


being types of the two covenants (and Abram 
. repreſented of the inferior) you will, by the 
rules of rectitude, decide Abram ſuperior, 
having the privilege of being ſingled by the 
Deity, in preference, from the whole maſs of 
the race of Adam, to be the great anceſtor of 
the world's Redeemer, and father of the Elect 
of God. He was a victorious prince, a man 
in years, of an unſhaken integrity, rich in all 


things divine and human, worthy to be ſtiled 


the friend of God. He was appointed by God 
to offer ſacrifice to his adorable Majefty ; he 


was molt high in the favour of his God, and no 


man more exalied: in the cſteem of men. The 
kingdom of Melchiſcdech God had included 
in his gift to Abram's children, which was Je- 


ruſalem and countiy acjacent, I he ſcriptures. 


through- 
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throughout exemplify this great character, the 
moſt illuſtrious, and ſingularly reſpectable. Vet 
this great favourite, prieſt, and friend of God, 
Pays tu hes and receives Melchiſedech's blef- 
fing, the muſt demonſtrative proof of inferio- 
rity. The cauſe is evident. Melchiſedech repre- 
ſenting Chriſt in his ſacerdotal character and ſa- 
crifice of the new covenant was entitled to this 
homage from Abram. The Koyal prophet 
ſpeaks of the profound reverence paid to Chriſt 
at his birth. Let all the angels of God adore 
him and in the Perſon of the Father. Thou 
art my Son, this day have | begotten thee. | 
Thy Throne, O God, is for ever and ever a 
ſcepire of juſtice, is the ſceptre of thy kingdom. 
The whole ſcripture is an inexhauſted ſtore 
of praiſe, thankſgiving and adoration to God the 
Son: . 
Maſes. Ifaiah ꝙth chapter. The people that 
walked in darkneſs have ſeen a great light: they 
that dwell in the land of the ſhadow of death, 
upon them hath the light ſhined. Thou haſt 
multiplied the nation, and not increaſed the 
joy: for every battle of the warriour' is with 
confuſed noiſe, and garments rolled in blood ; 
but this ſhall be with burning and fuel of fire. 
This is manifeſt to us by tradition, &c. that 
the new or chriſtian covenant was ſettled with a 
few of the lower claſs of men; for though the 
Jewiſh nation was wealthy and populous, and 
at that time expected the manifeſtation, or birth 
of Chriſt, yet, as the prophet obſerves, he was 
rejected, and the joy of ſalvation confirmed to 
few, Chriſt was derided, rejected, and cruci- 
fled

fied forty years after the temple and city were 
_ deſtroyed, the inhabitants e ther maſſacred or 
fold flaves. The whole nation of the Jews, ac- 
cording to the ſcripture prophecies and predic- 
tion of Chriſt, were and remain involved in the 
determined deſolation this day, This cataſtro- 
phe began with the maſſacre of the children in 
Bethlehem, by the order of king Herod, and 
ended in the deſtruction of the Jewiſh nation, 
ungoverned race. The kingdom of Chriſt, 
through our own miſconduct, is transferred to 
the Gentiles, as we are wit Th, to our eternal 
infamy. 

Mordecai, Abſalom. Are you (an old maſter 
in lirael) fo far ſtraggled from the ſheep-fold 
to be 1 ghar that if Adam had not eat of the 


tree of knowledge, we ſhould have retained the 


Tree of Life; and can you plead ignorance, 
pretending not to know that circumciſion is an 
injunction of obedience to Iſrael, as forbidding 
the tree of knowledge to Adam ; for both were 
exacted under the virtue of obedience; Conſi- 
der this matter maturely. Can a ſubject appear 
with greater ſubmilſion in the preſence- cham- 
ber than with a bald head, uncapping announce 
the moſt humiliating reſpect 3 D Caiphas, Annas, 
John, Alcxander, and moſt at that time of 
note, both prieſts nnd rulers, who ſharpened

Aaron, Eleazar. Dear Rabbi, for the honour 
and cauſe of our forefathers, retract thoſe

Moſes. J have no cauſe againſt my nation; 
fo far from it, I would, and I think! ſpeak my 
ſentiments, offer my life to ſee my nation 
chriſtian. 


Mordecai, Abſalom. You need not fear our 


influence over Rabbi Mofes. You ſhould ra- 
ther be fearful of his two aſſoclates, Luther 
and Calvin. 

Mojes. There was little danger from eithtr 
5 of you, as I ar all times abhorr'd mal- contents. 
Foſhua, Nebemiab. Six of us, dear. Rabbi, 


formed a confederacꝝ to coufute the chriſtian 


TENETS; 
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tenets ; but when we engaged, both ſcripture. 
and reaſon diſarmed and compel: d us to yicld. 
We therefore conf ſs ourſelves vanquiſhed, and 
with you affirm Chriſt our Lord and Meſſiah. 
We deſire to put an end to this Conference, and 
repair to the chriſtian prieſthood for inſtruction. 

Boy. It will be proper, before we break up 
the conferenc e, to know the chriſtian faith in 
the Godhead, Incarnation, Death and Reſur- 
rect ion of Chriſt, Here it is. 

Whoſoever will be ſaved, before all things it 
is neceſſary chat he hold the Catholic Faith; 
which faith, except every one do keep whole 
and undefiied, without doubt he ſhall perifh 
everlaſtingly. And the Catholic Faith is "ie: 
That we worſhip one God in Trinity, and Tri- 
nity in Unity; veither confounding the perſons, 
not divid'ng the ſubſtance. For there is one 

erſon of the Father, another of the Son, and 
ano: her of the Holy Ghoſt, But the Godhead | 
of the Father, of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoſt is all one; the glory equal, the majeſty 
co-cternal. Such as the Father is, ſuch is the 
Son, and ſuch is the Holy Ghoſt. The Father 
uncreate, the Son uncreate, and the Holy Ghoſt 
uncreate. The Father incomprehenſible, the 
Son incomprehenſible, and the Holy Ghoſt in- 
comprehenſible. The Father eternal, the Son 
eternal, and the Holy Ghoſt eternal; and yet 
they are not three eternals, but one eternal. As 
alſo, there are not three incomprehenſibles, nor 
three uncreated, but one uncre.ted, and one 
incomprehenſible. So Itkew:iie the Father is 
8 che Son almighty, and the Holy 
Ghoit 
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Ghoſt almighty, and yet they are not three al- 
mighties, but one almigity. So the Father is 
God, the Son 1s God, and the Holy Ghoſt 1s 
God, and yet they are not three Gods, but one 
God. So likewiſe the Father 1s Lord, the Son 
is Lord, and the Holy Ghoſt is Lord, and yet 
not three Lords, but one Lord. For, as we are 
compelled by the chriſtian verity to acknow- 


ledge every perſon by bimſelf to be God and 


Lord, ſo are we forbidden by the Catholic Re- 


ligion to fay, there be three Gods, or three 


Lords. The Father is made of none; neither 
created, nor begotten. The Son 1s of the Fa- 
ther alone, not made, nor created, but be- 
gotten, The Holy Ghoſt 1s of the Father, and 
of the Son, neither made, nor created, nor be- 


gotten, but proceeding. So there is one Fa- 


ther, not three Fathers, one Son, not three 
Sons, one Holy Ghoſt, not three Holy Ghoſts. 
And in this Trinity none is afore, or after other; 

none is greater or leſs than another; but the 


whole three perſons are co- eternal together and 


co- -equal. So that in all things, as aforcfaid, 

the Unity in Trinity, and the Trinity in Unity 
is to be worſhipped. He therefore that will be 
ſaved, muſt thus think of the Trinity. Further- 
more, it is neceſſary to everlaſting ſalvation, 
that he alſo believe the Incarnation of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt. For the right Faith is, that we 
believe and confeſs, that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 

the Son of God, is God and man; God of the 
ſubſtance of the Father, begotten before the 
worlds; and man of the ſubſtance of his Mo-
